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good morning it's back to business though not quite as usual you're looking live at the floor of the new york 
stock exchange stilled by tuesday's terror attack the economic heart of america goes back to work today 
monday september the 17th 2001. [Music] from nbc news this is a special edition of today's america on alert 
with katie couric and matt lauer and welcome to today on this monday morning everyone i'm katie couric and 
i'm matt lauer 3000 people worked directly on that floor there the floor of the new york stock exchange tens 
of thousands of other people work in firms nearby many expected to go to work today overcoming logistical 
difficulties and of course working with grief in their hearts and defying a certain sense of fear the all- 
electronic nasdaq exchange will also reopen today and while it's critical for the economic strength of this 
country for wall street to go back to work the reopening of the trading floor holds tremendous symbolism for 
the rest of the nation and for new york's financial district which has been rocked to its core by the attacks on 
tuesday that's right just blocks away of course efforts to locate the missing continue for the first time over the 
weekend we saw the devastation from the air sunday night new york's fire chief thomas von essen staunchly 
refused to give up hope of finding anyone alive or switching the work in lower manhattan from search and 
rescue to search and recovery the number of missing now stands at 4957 190 people are confirmed dead 
150 of those have been positively identified at the pentagon officials estimate that 188 people died 70 bodies 
have been recovered in new york rescue workers reached an underground commuter rail station beneath the 
world trade center but found no survivors no one has been pulled alive from the wreckage since wednesday 
and over the weekend americans 
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wednesday and over the weekend americans gather to give each other strength and hope as they cope with 
the overwhelming sense of loss and terrible feelings of vulnerability ministers say the crowds on sunday 
rivaled those at christmas the president was one of those americans who went to church but he spent a lot of 
the time this weekend meeting with advisers at the presidential retreat camp david when he returned to the 
white house he spoke to the media this crusade this war on terrorism is going to take a while and the 
american people must be patient i'm going to be patient but i can assure the american people i am 
determined i'm not going to be distracted i will keep my focus to make sure that not only are these brought to 
justice but anybody who's been associated will be brought to justice the nation is apparently with him 
according to an nbc news wall street journal poll conducted over the weekend 81 percent of americans prefer 
that the united states not retaliate for the attacks until we're sure who's responsible yet americans are jittery 
45 percent are worried that they or a member of their family might become the victim of a terrorist attack but 
that is not stopping those who are anxious to get back to business as we've noted later this morning all eyes 
will turn three blocks southeast of the devastation at the world trade center as the new york stock exchange 
opens for the first time since tuesday's terrorist attacks this was the longest hauled in trading since the great 
depression and the effect on the economy remains to be seen treasury secretary paul o'neill and new york 
stock exchange chairman richard grasso will be on hand for the opening bell at 9 30 eastern time this 


morning gentlemen good morning thanks so much for joining us good morning good morning katie mr 
grassley let me start with you the exchange is opening this morning i know you all tested the phone lines and 
other computer systems over the weekend why was it so difficult to get the 
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why was it so difficult to get the exchange back up and running well i think it's very simple in the sense katie 
that when those two towers were tragically attacked by criminals and they were brought to the ground the 
equivalent of several earthquakes experienced on top of the infrastructure of lower manhattan brought our 
communications to a virtual hall important to recognize that in four days the wonderful people from the 
federal government the city and state together with private providers have rebuilt what took perhaps some 
200 years to build so we're back in place we're ready to go and we're going to send a very important 
message at 9 30. america has won the criminals have lost what are you most worried about mr grasso as the 
opening bell approaches well katie i'm i'm worried about the condition of the people realize this above all else 
was a human tragedy one can recognize that financial markets are closed for four days and as you said it is 
extraordinary but the important thing to remember is innocent lives were taken people were traumatized in 
the lower financial community americans all over this country felt a deep sense of pain our president has 
risen and brought us together our markets will rise our economy is strong our nation is a leader the human 
factor will be restored america will go on to greater days secretary neal what impact will this in your view 
have on the economy well kitty i i believe that we were beginning to crawl our way out of a very low rate of 
real growth uh and i think we'll continue with that movement as we look at the last three months of the year 
we're going to see improving growth and into next year we should return to something more like a normal 
american growth rate of a 3.2 percent or 
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american growth rate of a 3.2 percent or something in that order of magnitude there's no doubt we're going 
to have some dislocations we've had this location the transportation system has been disrupted the 
catastrophe of the buildings and the area just outside is just astounding when you see it for yourself and so 
there are those things that we're going to have to deal with but you know out there in the factories and on the 
farms and as the president said on the ranches in the service businesses and the shops americans are going 
back to work today uh 120 million workers or so and we're going to show the world resilience and what 
resilience means there's there are certain industries obviously secretary o'neal that are really probably 
having some serious difficulties in the wake of this disaster for example the airline industry to be sure an 
insurance industry also badly badly hit by this what measures can the government take to actually help those 
businesses well katie there there's a very broad sweep of work going on to look at every sector and to see 
what the real needs are and what the requirements are and what the appropriate role of the federal 
government is and one thing that's very interesting and not surprising is how americans come together at a 
time like this when you see the action last week in just a day or so to pass a 40 billion dollar bill to get started 
with rebuilding new york i think you can be really sure that we will move deliberately and swiftly in a way 
that's a credit to the whole country what do you think mr grasso is going to happen in the market today some 
are predicting a big sell-off as because of backed up sell orders and then a big move by companies to 
repurchase their stock is that what you think is likely to happen katie you can look back and i think your 
viewers should take pause that any time in this country's history when we've been the subject of a tragedy 
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when we've been the subject of a tragedy america's markets have recovered our economy has grown 
stronger and while there may be volatility in the short term the long term has never looked brighter for this 
great country of ours and very quickly gentlemen can you give me each a piece of advice for individual 
investors who may be watching this morning first you mr grasso be rational be well advised and don't don't 
do anything in a nerd in a knee-jerk fashion you're in the market for long term remain in good stocks and you 
will be well rewarded paul o'neill by america it's a great country it's going to be an ever greater country if 


you're an investor buy america treasury secretary paul o'neill and richard grasso of the new york stock 
exchange again gentlemen thank you very much for spending some time with us this morning thank you 
thank you appreciate it coming up on 709 now here's matt all right katie back to the efforts going on just a 
couple of blocks from there rescuers are desperately searching through the rubble of the world trade center 
trying and praying to find someone alive but as these days pass the prayers have gone unanswered nbc's 
david bloom's in downtown manhattan with more on that david good morning to you good morning matt we 
now know that those rescuers have reached down at least six stories below ground level a battalion chief 
telling us that he and his men on sunday were deep deep beneath the world trade center in a stairwell where 
they found what appeared to be a makeshift torch which the battalion chief told us that someone had tried to 
light to guide their way out of the twin towers after the collapse but there is elsewhere no signs of life as we 
take a look now at a live picture of the operation here the death toll continues to rise the number of dead are 
missing now estimated officially and more than 5 100 putting the total death toll on these terrorist attacks at 
more than 5 300 if those numbers are accurate of course the rescue and recovery operation here in lower 
manhattan began last tuesday today 
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lower manhattan began last tuesday today as it enters its seventh day no one is resting into this black pit 
where thousands died hope is dying too there's been no survivors found since wednesday you wish you 
could do more you wish you were superman you wish you could pick up that i-beam and move it and go 
down deeper and some things you just can't do sunday afternoon a thirsty search dog laps up water as 
smoke rises from the ruins of the world trade center and new york's governor george pataki says it's not false 
enough to say someone could still be alive there are tunnels that people have not been able to enter so we 
know it will take a miracle but why stop praying for that miracle and why stop trying for that miracle in lower 
manhattan great for new yorkers line the streets cheering rescue workers it really touches you it gives you a 
lump in your throat it's a much needed morale boost but then the applause fades away back at the fire 
station handwritten memorials so many lost by nightfall tears well up in a firefighter's eyes as his chief talks 
not about rescue but recovery it hasn't really hit yet you Know every once in a while we all break down you 
know from time to time but we pull ourselves together and get back in there and you know thank god that we 
get home to our families at night and give our kids an extra hug and a kiss before we go to bed at night late 
sunday night they're frying up burgers at st paul's chapel just two blocks from ground zero rescue worker 
kenny simmons exhausted i've been down here three four days straight i don't even know anymore since 
wednesday what is today sunday night sleep two hours you get up you can't sleep you fall asleep you jump 
up it's horrible nerves are frayed that's it a firefighter walks away head down 
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firefighter walks away head down discouraged but he'll be back again in a few hours the coast guard has 
now released the first aerial pictures of the destruction here in lower manhattan hard to imagine as you look 
at those that thousands of people will be streaming into this area to try to work today matt back to you all 
right david bloom in lower manhattan david thanks very much 12 past the hour here's katie matt attorney 
general john ashcoff calls the investigation into last week's terrorist attacks the largest in u.s history federal 
agents are retracing the steps of the hijackers and hunting down others who may have helped them nbc's 
pete williams is at the justice department this morning with the latest pete good morning to you good morning 
to you katie federal agents are rounding up a growing number of people on material witness warrants giving 
the fbi more time to hold them for further questioning including some that federal agents say appear to have 
links to the terrorists responsible for tuesday's attacks among those escorted by the fbi to new york for 
interrogation two men who flew out of newark last tuesday with box cutting knives and a large amount of 
cash one of them now under arrest investigators combed through their new jersey apartment over the 
weekend also sent to new york a man who offered ten thousand dollars in cash last month to train on a 
minneapolis jet simulator all says a government official of great interest to investigators with possible links to 
the terrorists nationwide agents track down any possible connection to the hijackers like this san diego flight 
club where the owner says two of them came in for lessons last year they came here to learn how to fly but 


they wanted to fly large airplane we didn't have the large airplane so we just took them for enter apply it or 
short flight and that's about it the fbi is now asking all the nation's flight schools for their records of recently 
enrolled students and agents examined computers in south florida public libraries checking to see if any of 
the hijackers used them to communicate in washington the attorney general asks congress for broader 
wiretap powers allowing agents

broader wiretap powers allowing agents to monitor any calls a suspect makes from any phone anywhere 
telephone surveillance has been limited historically to specific telephones rather than to people the justice 
department also wants congress to increase the penalties for harboring terrorists the attorney general says 
the penalties for some crimes of terrorism are less than those for gambling katie all right pete williams at the 
justice department pete thank you very much 714 now here's matt katie enemy number one for the united 
states today is terror leader osama bin laden president bush says there's quote no question he and his 
followers are the prime suspects in last tuesday's attacks now the u.s is looking for help from a key country 
nbc's andrea mitchell is at the state department this morning with more on that andrea good morning to you 
good morning matt well it is a very big breakthrough at least so far because pakistan has now given the 
leaders of afghanistan who have been hiding osama bin laden for all this time and ultimatum to turn him over 
there is no indication this morning that they will comply but for pakistan to even make this move in that part of 
the world is a very risky business that's because bin laden is a hero to many people in pakistan especially 
the dispossessed in refugee camps along its long border with afghanistan in fact many of bin laden's recruits 
come from pakistan are even trained there so will pakistan really cooperate i trust them they've been very 
forthcoming and we should can compliment that them on that forthcomingness rather than start speculating 
about their sincerity pakistan can provide crucial intelligence to help find bin laden he is elusive despite a five 
million dollar bounty on his head put up by the u.s government bill clinton fired missiles into his camps three 
years ago but bin laden had already vanished into the afghan mountains there are crevices mountains

mountains there are crevices mountains ranges that are thoroughly beyond the the reconnaissance of 
american satellites bin laden is also highly organized with sales of supporters hidden in more than 50 
countries connected by state-of-the-art communications and he is patient several of the hijackers in last 
week's attack waited for two years training as pilots in the united states even enrolling in frequent flyer 
programs just to case the flights they plan to hijack they're not only willing to die they're they're willing to 
spend years studying something knowing that the end result is not to become an airline pilot but they crash 
into a building that kind of meticulous planning is typical of bin laden's operations the men who bombed the 
u.s embassy in nairobi in 1998 started scouting targets five years earlier and one of the plotters in his failed 
plan to blow up american landmarks during the millennium celebration spent a full year buying bomb-making 
materials in tiny quantities to avoid arousing suspicion that plan was uncovered just in time by jordanian 
intelligence a critical example of international cooperation that is why the u s is now willing to deal even with 
some unlikely partners to try to get more knowledge more intelligence about afghanistan and bin laden there 
will be extensive talks this week with russia in both moscow and washington and the u.s is now even willing 
to consider dealing with iran which is of course on its official terrorism list matt at the state department this 
morning andrea mitchell andrea thanks very much 17 past the hour once again here's katie matt president 
bush continues to work the phones today rounding up support to strike back against terrorists across the 
globe and he's asking all americans not to let terrorism bring the country to its knees nbc's campbell brown 
has more from the white house this morning good morning campbell good morning katie will aides say the 
president's message this week will be to call on americans to return to work to try to resume their lives but he 
is also warning that the threats still exist and that the government right now is very much on alert as you 
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right now is very much on alert as you said he'll spend much of today as he has over the last several days 
working the phones calling world leaders they are trying to put together this international coalition also again 
reaching out this week to his domestic team sitting down and spending some time with his domestic policy 
advisors to talk about how the attacks have affected life here at home to begin working on security issues 
here at home and also focusing now on the economy how much success campbell is he having in basically 
gathering the international coalition some of these countries being in very dicey situations themselves if in 
fact they do rally around the united states well we heard a lot from administration officials yesterday and from 
andrea mitchell a moment ago pakistan is of course a key country here secretary of state colin powell said 
yesterday that there has been widespread support from almost every country even countries like iran coming 
forward and offering some support we heard from libya so it's verbal but as the president said yesterday with 
those countries with pakistan and the countries like libya and iran it's really going to depend on what sort of 
action they take later on all right nbc's campbell brown at the white house campbell thanks a lot 719 once 
again here's matt katie more perspective on this now from nbc's washington bureau chief tim rustert who sat 
down by the way with vice president cheney on meet the press on sunday tim good morning to you good 
morning matt i want to talk about your interview with the vice president in a second but i also want to talk 
about a new nbc news wall street journal poll conducted over the weekend first question on this we want to 
get to is the confidence rating for president bush and his handling and his ability to handle this situation let's 
look at the number take a look at the numbers 50 percent say they have a great deal of confidence quite a bit 
28 percent and then it moves down from there but clearly 78 percent of the people have a good deal of 
confidence in him that's very solid it's very helpful to the president he has united the country and now they 
are watchful waiting as he decides just what to do in the last five days he has been able to talk the talk but 
obviously hasn't taken any concrete action do you expect that rating to remain high if he 
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expect that rating to remain high if he does not take action soon matt the american people seem to 
understand that this is a complicated war that there is no identifiable or findable enemy the president has 
pleaded for patience and i think they're to give him some time they want to get this right they do not want to 
lose american lives just by simply whacking back in revenge they want to do something that is calculated and 
successful let's quickly then go to our next question should the u.s retaliate immediately or wait until we're 
completely sure who is specifically responsible there's what you just talked about wait to be sure 81 percent 
the american people have this fervor they have this passion they have this rage right now the president has 
to channel that and harness it and continue to frankly keep it going and channel it in a way that is going to be 
extremely helpful and constructive it's a delicate delicate task but he's convinced he can do it yeah and also 
not only the american people he's dealing with the same thing overseas he's got other countries that are 
outraged right now willing to help now the question is how long can he wait will that anger subside will people 
go the way they did with iraq when they we had sanctions imposed and then as the months and years went 
on they began to back off and say well let's think let things go back to where they used to be let me switch to 
the economy as we've been talking about this morning the markets reopened this morning you talked to vice 
president cheney about the economy during your interview yesterday let's take a look at that bite but i would 
hope the american people would in effect stick their thumb in the eye of the terrorist and and uh say that 
they've got great confidence in the country great confidence in our economy and not let what's happened 
here in any way uh throw off their normal level of economic activity and tim an indication of things to come 
you talk to the vice president about the fact that the order had been given to shoot down the fourth hijacked 
plane and unfort and i guess mixed emotions that never happened no it didn't matt but the united states was 
prepared to shoot down a u.s commercial airline if they were convinced it was heading for the capitol or white 
house and there is no doubt in my mind after speaking to 
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no doubt in my mind after speaking to the vice president that if it happened again the president would be 
prepared to order the plane to be shot down and would they rationalize that by saying if we had any doubt 
that the two planes were headed for the world trade center would we have used military aircraft to take them 


out of the sky and they say yes emphatically nbc's tim russert in washington this morning tim thanks very 
much thank you we're back in a moment but first on a monday morning this is today on nbc [Music] we're 
back with this special edition of today america on alert on a monday morning the 17th day of september 
2001. take a look at a live picture of lower manhattan right now where the very difficult work of searching for 
survivors and clearing out the wreckage of the world trade center continues i'm matt lauer in studio 1a along 
with katie kirk and while emergency crews toil in new york and at the pentagon in washington the same grim 
goes grim task goes on on the other side of the department of defense building war plans are on the drawing 
board right now on sunday president bush promised that we will quote rid the world of the evil-doers we will 
call together freedom-loving people to fight terrorism end quote but just how that will be done of course is still 
being hammered out in just a few minutes we're going to have the latest from the pentagon and we'll also 
talk with a panel of military experts about america's options matt at the same time personal losses from 
tuesday's tragedy are making hearts heavy around the country and around the world many families are 
grieving right now but the horrific events of the world trade center are particularly devastating for the haskell 
family three brothers in the family are new york city firefighters and all three rushed to the scene when 
disaster struck timothy haskell is now confirmed dead thomas thomas haskell is still missing and kenny 
haskell has been assisting in the rescue effort kenny good morning our 
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rescue effort kenny good morning our deepest sympathies to you and your family good morning matt can 
you tell me how how your family is coping i should mention your dad was a new york city firefighter he died 
after retiring several years ago how how's your mom doing uh it's been very difficult um we're very grateful 
that we were actually able to find timmy to bring some closure for her for that i was still optimistic that we are 
going to find tommy we're holding out that hope and that's helping keeping it going for us you're with a ladder 
company 159 in brooklyn kenny where were you and how quickly did you respond to the world trade center i 
was actually at home at my house in long island and i had heard it on the news and i immediately came in 
they were recalling all off-duty firemen to respond to their firehouses so i drove in about a half hour drive 
from my home in montour to my firehouse in brooklyn and then we were put on buses and transported to the 
city when you got there kenny did you realize that that timmy and tommy had responded before you i was 
trying to inquire whether or not they had been working i had assumed timmy was there because his firehouse 
was located only a few blocks north of the trade center uh no one was really sure it was tough to get the 
information to confirm whether or not they had been working but through the course of the night while i was 
making the searches i had found guys that both confirmed that they were in fact both there and they were 
working the time when the towers came down yeah we have to remind people that it was an incredibly 
chaotic scene at the time when did you first learn that both were missing um probably 10 30 11 o'clock that 
night i was i had come off the pile from making the search i was trying to hook up with some of the members 
of my company and i saw it in the faces that that basically just confirmed that they had heard that they were 
both working 
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had heard that they were both working and i knew myself already that they were both missing timmy's body 
was found not long after that can you tell me a little bit about your brother tim uh he's a great man a very 
adventurous person the dead devil of the family he loved his boats his motorcycles love to go fast take his 
chances i'm i'm content in the fact that i know he died doing something he loved and given the chance to do 
it again i'm sure he would would have ran right back up those stairs tommy as you mentioned is still missing i 
know he's married he has three daughters i believe eight five and three how is his family doing uh like i said 
matt we're all optimistic that we are going to find tommy as well as other people alive and we're holding on to 
that hope and we refuse to accept the fact that he might be gone to all hope is exhausted there's a awake for 
tim later today i know the funeral is scheduled for tomorrow but i've been told that even before the wake 
you're going back to ground zero to resume the rescue and recovery efforts uh i'm actually going there right 
from here kenny when you you look at what's happened to your family but also i guess at how much your 
family has given for others do you do you look to the future and will you continue as a firefighter uh 


absolutely i have no i have no desire to quit the fire department i still love this job i'm sure my brothers would 
continue if the roles were reversed it's tough to say how i'll feel weeks or even months from now but i'm just 
going to take it day by day kenny haskell again our sincere condolences to you and to your family our 
thoughts and prayers are with you and and we're praying that you find tommy thank you and we're back with 
more of a special edition of today right after these 
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edition of today right after these messages lucy she's my little girl but i have to take care of her too yeah

continues here for a wide variety of contingencies everything from a quick surgical strike to an all-out 
invasion of afghanistan officials here say while no major decisions have been made when they are it'll be a 
different kind of war than america's ever fought even as the pentagon digs itself out of the devastation plans 
are underway to retaliate but defense secretary donald rumsfeld says america will fight a very different kind 
of war against an enemy hard to detect the terrorists who are attacking our way of life do not have army's 
navies or air forces they do not have capitals the prime suspect osama bin laden is constantly on the move 
living in tents hiding in caves making conventional weapons like cruise missiles useless the u.s launched 
missiles against bin laden three years ago but he escaped unharmed these are people who operate in the 
shadows and we have to deal with them in the shadows so the us will engage in more unconventional 
warfare boom high-risk commando style raids by u.s special forces to root out and kill terrorist cells one by 
one fighting the scourge of terrorism on its own turf 
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scourge of terrorism on its own turf but you have to find them first that means improving u.s especially 
human intelligence but it won't be easy there are more than 50 of the are terrorist cells in more than 50 
nations around the world including the u.s katie all right mick nbc's jim miklaszewski at the pentagon nick 
thank you we have convened a roundtable of former military leaders to talk about america's options in the 
war to root out terrorism in washington our retired army general barry mccaffrey retired army lieutenant 
general claudia kennedy and retired marine corps lieutenant general bernard traynor good morning to all of 
you good morning katie thank you very much for joining us as secretary of defense rumsfeld said this 
weekend they're in apartments they're using laptops they're using cell phones they're functioning in the 


shadows not out in front of course he was talking about terrorists worldwide the question is what kind of 
problems does this pose to the u.s military let me start with you if i could general mccaffrey well you know 
obviously first of all we've got an intelligent challenge katie there's probably three centers of gravity 
afghanistan sudan and iraq that will happily now very carefully surveilled to identify these organizations a 
good bit of this will be the fbi and domestic law enforcement to identify these extended money laundering 
groups and the terrorist cells i would expect in the next six months we're going to see a very aggressive 
attempt to destroy these organizations which will be successful general kennedy you're the former head of 
army intelligence it's one thing to to actually identify these people another thing to find them because 
obviously many have moved around and they're constantly on the move anyway how do you go from 
identifying them to actually locating these individuals katie that's a very important function for intelligence and 
and i think that we have a great deal of information about where they may be the question is where may they 
be at any one point in 
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where may they be at any one point in time they have each of these cells has a lot of different possibilities 
and so we have to track them it's keeping track of a network and knowing where each part of it is at any 
given time general trainer how do you do that i know that you are a proponent of greater human intelligence 
of course the emphasis became on technical or technological intelligence in the last what 10 or 15 years but 
even human intelligence is somewhat limited in this case isn't it yes katie we can't do it by ourselves the 
critical element in this is cooperation with uh other countries who do have information particularly those that 
are on the border of afghanistan and including our nemesis iran there has to be this cooperative effort to get 
them get the data for the puzzle to find bin laden and his associates and get out them are you optimistic 
general trainer that that cooperative effort will come to fruition yes i am i think the united states has enough 
influence and enough leverage uh to get uh reasonable intelligence from these uh uh these other associated 
states so i am optimistic i mean we're putting a full-court press on here and i think it'll work you know general 
mccaffrey we've heard the fbi ask for broader eavesdropping capability dick cheney said over the weekend 
that we may have to associate ourselves with some more more unsavory characters that heretofore the u.s 
has not want wanted to deal with what other steps concrete steps in your view should be taken to increase 
our intelligence capabilities well clearly the first thing i would agree with nick traynor is we're going to have to 
work in very close cooperation with our allies particularly the saudis the egyptians and indeed countries 
traditionally have been hosting terrorist organizations such as iran but i think as we look at afghanistan as the 
immediate threat and the taliban clear support of al-qaeda the worldwide terrorist cell we're going to have to 
have the 
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we're going to have to have the assistance of pakistanis to get at them uzbekistan in the in the peripheral 
states so once once we determine that general kennedy then what do military leaders go after i mean we've 
heard it said again and again that there are no clear targets in terms of these terrorist networks so if there is 
a u.s military strike what kind of targets do we pursue or does the u.s pursue well you have a number of 
choices you can go after the leadership or you can go after those critical un elements that are important for 
the leaders to operate and that might be attacking their lines of communication their flow of money their 
anything that sustains these terrorists and i might add that there are a number of laws that restrict the way 
u.s intelligence works that we might take a look at and review whether or not these are still rules that we 
want to sustain tell us a little bit about some of those laws and some that you believe should be reevaluated 
well one that we have talked about for several years is this question of electronic hot pursuit and the question 
is when you've got something in your that you're following through your computers once it gets to aus 
computer can intelligence continue to pursue that or must it be turned over to another investigative agency 
such as the fbi so we need to take a look at all of those rules i'm sure that they're being reviewed now 
because they've been ones that we have been thinking about for some time let's go back to military options 
general trainer what do you think is i know that obviously at the white house the pentagon military planners 
are weighing a lot of options according to the new york times this morning there is no clear-cut path that 


they've decided to pursue but let's talk about what they're discussing general trainer what are they thinking 
about well i think the most obvious when it comes to afghanistan is some sort of a commando raid in there to 
get to get bin laden but actually katie i 
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to get bin laden but actually katie i think the military equation may be the lower lower on the on the ladder of 
priorities the important thing is to cut the umbilical cord the lifelines to these terrorist groups so that they 
cannot be nourished because the operations that they conduct such as the one against the trade center very 
very complex and and expensive but if you start to cut their lifelines then they start to wither and they 
become a nuisance rather than a threat and the best way to do that is to induce the host countries who who 
harbor them either voluntarily or involuntarily to put pressure on them to get rid of these these cells that i 
think is the the greatest solution than a military solution but what about general tranome is that easier said 
than done because as mick said and as we've been saying all morning these terrorists exist in 50 countries 
across the nation they're extremely cagey they move around with impunity as we saw here in our very 
country cutting the lifeline is that a pretty difficult proposition well of course this is going to be a progressive 
and a long war as the president has indicated but you have to start the first step and if you're looking for 
success this is going to be absolutely essential the countries wherein these people reside unknown to the 
authorities so the thing is to put inducements to the authorities and coercion and pressure and leverage to 
get them to to act and this not only applies to afghanistan which is the the major harbor site for the bin laden 
crowd but also such such allies as saudi arabia they know that they have terrorists in there in their country 
they don't like it they don't want it but as long as they don't disturb the local tranquility they're willing to to let 
them remain well that cannot be in the future we have to get the cooperation of harboring countries 
voluntarily or involuntarily to clean up the viper's nest general mccaffrey obviously some of these countries 
know that they have terrorists in their country but they also have some islamic fundamentalists who are 
basically sympathetic to osama bin laden and his 
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sympathetic to osama bin laden and his lot and they are in a very difficult predicament in terms of the internal 
domestic upheaval that may result in their aligning themselves with the united states well no question we all 
remind ourselves though that islam does not tolerate does not act as a foundation for this kind of action so 
when you look at the fanatical terrorist organizations who have attacked the world trade center these are 
people who are a threat equally to the egyptians the saudis the kuwaitis and others i joined mick traynor in 
suggesting that the diplomatic and economic leverage that people like secretary powell vice president 
cheney president bush's enormously talented team will bring to bear will be a major aspect in the coming 36 
months of solving this problem so do you think that a military option seems less and less conceivable as the 
days go on oh no i think you're going to see in the next six months there will be some aggressive and 
ruthless action to destroy these people in a global context we will go after them it will be successful general 
kennedy what about collateral damage obviously while they had no regard for human life and innocent 
civilians in this country does many people in this country would prefer that innocent men women and children 
are not killed as a result of some kind of military action isn't that a huge problem as well for the us as it 
weighs at the military options available i i think you bring up an important point it's one a lot of people are 
talking about now and i think that one of the things that we have to remember is that the price of inaction will 
be much higher than the price of action if we don't deal with this now even at the cost of some lives overseas 
as well as lives of our own soldiers sailors airmen and marines we will pay a much higher price and it will go 
higher than the six or seven thousand people we've already lost here well generals barry mccaffrey claudia 
kennedy and bernard traynor katie i 
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kennedy and bernard traynor katie i wonder if i might add one thought sure go ahead you know we've had 
this horrendous more than 5 000 people lost their lives this is just the beginning five of the state sponsors of 
terrorism have active chemical nuclear biological warfare programs but we're going to have to take some 
very sensible broad gauge coherent plans in the coming years to protect the american people part of that will 
be offensive military action in fact we're going to be talking with former senator gary hart about that in our 
next half hour because he was on this commission to study u.s security and obviously is recommending that 
we prepare for situations along those lines we appreciate your time thank you all so much again there is 
much more ahead on this monday morning this special edition of today america on alert and we'll be back 
right after this [Music] since the civil war ended america's enemies have come from overseas unfamiliar 
faces from across an ocean but for some of the victims of tuesday's attacks the enemy was living right next 
door nbc's kerry sanders is in delray beach florida with more on that kerry good morning to you well good 
morning matt on one side of the street two of the terrorists living in an apartment up there one who crashed 
outside of pittsburgh the other who went into the world trade center and across the street here so close they 
can see each other balcony to balcony a neighbor and a victim this morning one of the missing heroes an 
intersection of lives in delray beach florida this is the apartment where at least two of the suicide hijackers 
lived and across the street part-time resident larry stack just days before the hijackings he returned to new 
york city to his job as a battalion chief with the new york city fire department this morning he is among the 
missing they're on the opposite ends of the spectrum from the best in the world 
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from the best in the world to the most evil in the world those two versus my friends tim gracioso a delray 
beach resident who commuted to his bond trading job in new york city presumed among the dead this 
morning his home here so close to the apartment where the terrorists lived they could easily have shopped 
at the same grocery store to think that they were living right next door we could have been friends with them 
even gracioso living in florida with his wife and twin 12 year old daughters we always used to go to the beach 
when we were little and he always used to buy something and every weekend when he came down from 
new york he always bought us some presents and i miss him so much lauren and brianna emailing their dad 
hoping praying their father will send back a message he's okay i love you and i miss you and i can't wait to 
hear from you someone to hear from someone that you're okay and you're scared that you're not there so 
please try calling us at least seven of the terrorists hiding in plain view in delray beach florida named an all- 
american city del ray is home to 60 000 residents an easy place to fit in 27 languages are spoken at the local 
high school we had nothing to raise any suspicions they kept a very low profile our police department had not 
been informed that we needed to look out for these men and delray beach is a very diverse community 
terrorists living in delray beach florida among the dead their neighbors it's horrifying to believe that somebody 
is capable of doing this that lives right next door to you larry stack's wife teresa tells noc news this morning 
she cannot even begin to comprehend how close they lived to the terrorists she does stress this morning that 
her husband is not dead he is missing matt all right carrie sanders in delray beach florida this morning carrie 
thanks very much there's a lot more to come this morning on a special edition 
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come this morning on a special edition of today america on alert we're back in a moment there's some big

tuesday's attack goes on and workers remove more and more of the debris from the former world trade 
center one positive note as we've been reporting trading is scheduled to resume on the stock exchanges this 


morning meanwhile i'm katie couric here inside studio 1a along with matt lauer we've got we got rather the 
first bird's eye view of ground zero over the weekend and the devastation takes on a new perspective a new 
scope from that vantage point in towns across the country communities are coming together flags are waving 
posted in store windows and on front doors even on antennas of cars here in new york for the first time since 
the attack on tuesday the empire state building once again the city's tallest building is being bathed in lights 
red white and blue a symbol of our nation the outpouring really has been amazing in streets in this city it's uh 
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in streets in this city it's uh everywhere you go you see it firehouses makeshift memorials set up you see 
people waving the flag some people wearing the flag on their clothing it's uh it's been pretty heartwarming as 
a friend of mine remarked this weekend new yorkers have lost their edge terrible way to do that as america 
heads back to work today the nation's airlines are struggling to get back to normal but the going will be slow 
nbc's robert hager is at dulles airport outside washington the origination point for american airlines flight 77 
the hijacked plane that hit the pentagon bob good morning good morning katie along this first day of the work 
week many airlines are saying they're going to try to get off about three quarters of their normal flights but it 
varies united for one expects fewer somewhat less than half of the united flights operating one thing's clear if 
you're traveling now allow a lot more time than you used to most airlines now recommend you get to the 
airport at least two hours or even more before a domestic flight in case there are long lines even with an e- 
ticket many airports make you wait in those lines and once at the counter your suitcase may be opened for a 
long meticulous hand search or even sent off to a machine to be x-rayed and until that bag's clear you can't 
even get a boarding pass next your trip through the metal detector set to go off much more often than before 
even metal buttons sometimes do it now which means you're much more apt to be searched again with the 
one even coffee cups have to be opened and inspected and all sharp objects are seized even nail clippers 
george and yvonne doddsworth here at dulles well i guess it's going to be another two hours an hour and a 
half before we get up there in fact it takes them about two hours but they're not complaining and now the 
government's appointed a security task force to report in two weeks on what else can be done especially to 
protect pilots in planes by strengthening those flimsy cockpit doors meantime airlines are saying all the new 
security and lost business has run up a billion dollars in losses already and 
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billion dollars in losses already and could cost four billion or more in the long run some airlines are pushing 
for emergency federal aid and say otherwise they'll go bankrupt airline executives are meeting with the 
government to talk about this today or tomorrow and now about washington's other airport reagan national 
airport it's closed right now but the plan is to eventually reopen it the problem is that sensitive approach is 
just so close to the white house and so some new restrictions are going to have to be worked out and that's 
going to take a little while and because of that there's just no timetable for reopening reagan national airport 
at the moment but as you know it's a very important airport the home of the shuttle and just a lot of people go 
through there katie so bob are many people who are scheduled to fly into or out of reagan national airport 
using dulles instead yes using dulles and also baltimore washington international that's a little further from 
the city but it has more flights and so both of those are right now it's spread out about equally we think but 
this is really the first day of the work week so we'll find out as this day goes on all right nbc's robert hager at 
dulles international airport in virginia bob thanks very much now here's matt katie some people are 
wondering today if more couldn't have been done to prevent last tuesday's terrorist attacks ron noble is the 
first american to head interpol a global law enforcement agency which includes members from 170 countries 
ron good morning good to see you good morning matt interpol is a clearinghouse of sorts you know meant to 
handle information on criminals and terrorists all across the country given that fact are you surprised that this 
group of people and some people have estimated could have been 50 individuals could operate within our 
borders without detection well you mentioned that interpol consists of 178 countries worldwide we do clear 
information about terrorists and other criminals but what was most surprising about this was the scale of 
sophistication and the ruthlessness with which they committed these crimes so i think all of us in law 
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these crimes so i think all of us in law enforcement are surprised and greatly shocked by what happened in 
some cases and we have to be careful because there have been some reports that have come out that have 
proven not to be true but in some cases we understand that a couple of individuals who may have committed 
these hijackings and crimes actually their names were on government lists fbi lists of people to watch for 
example as they tried to pass through borders and yet those lists did not help us why would that be well i 
think your intro was very important that is there are so many statements that are circulating about about what 
the government knew and when the government knew it i think we have to wait to see but it's very very 
possible that a whole host of names are on lists not associated with a particular terrorist act but in the end in 
doing research after the fact we're able to find the connection and that's one thing i want to point out we went 
through this in the oklahoma city bombing the world trade center bombing and the white house plane crash 
after the event occurs after the crisis occurs there's just so much misinformation about what someone knew 
and when that person knew it what i think we should do is compliment the attorney general the fbi and the 
great work that's being done to bring to justice these people who are responsible how do we do at the 
present moment ron with the exchange and dissemination of criminal intelligence what we do is interpol as i 
mentioned is a organization of 178 countries when any member country issues an arrest warrant that 
member country has the right to send that arrest warrant to interpol and ask interpol to circulate it but to give 
you an idea last i think in the u s database there must be forty thousand or sixty thousand arrest warrants 
and of those forty thousand or sixty thousand i believe only six hundred rise to the level of actually being sent 
to interpol for purposes of issuing an interpol red notice i know you you you understand the fact that we 
spend an enormous amount of money a budget for law enforcement in this country is huge but you also feel 
that as americans and here in the united 
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that as americans and here in the united states we may have to contribute money and start spending money 
in other countries to bolster their law enforcement yeah that's that's one of the most important points i've 
been trying to make since 1998 to remind americans that you can't protect u.s citizens and u.s interests by 
building a fortress around the u.s or by simply investing in us law enforcement many of the terrorists are 
suspected terrorists are believed to come from countries outside of the us and for that reason it's important 
for us to have the best network of communication among law enforcement possible interpol has the structure 
in place but right now at interpol headquarters we only have 108 law enforcement officers representing 50 or 
60 countries in our network nation worldwide we have offices in three continents where we are part of the 
interpol general secretary but ultimately matt i believe each country in the world needs to invest more in law 
enforcement outside of its country in other words we're as strong only as our weakest link ron noble ron 
thank you very much we're back right after these messages last week's terrorist attacks clearly proved the 
united states is vulnerable to attack here at home earlier this year a blue ribbon bipartisan commission called 
for creation of a cabinet level agency to assume responsibility for defending against terrorism on u.s soil 
former u.s senator and presidential candidate gary hart co-authored that panel senate coach shared rather 
that panel senator hart good morning good morning miss curt tell me a little bit more about the commission 
who was on it and why it was formed in the first place the commission was created by president clinton and 
then speaker of the house newt gingrich 14 americans four former members of congress uh senior former 
senior military officers diplomats a former secretary of defense james schlesinger and others and we had the 
mandate to conduct the most comprehensive review of u.s national 
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comprehensive review of u.s national security since world war ii among the members of the panel were 
almost 300 years of public service and a great deal of experience in this area and political views i just want to 
interject political views that senator ran the gamut they did from if you will former speaker gingrich on the one 
hand to ambassador andrew young on the other and our recommendations there were 50 very specific 
recommendations were unanimously agreed to by all members of this commission there were no dissenting 


views and no negative votes what was the most powerful recommendation that came out of this commission 
our first report and these were all public reports came out september 15 1999 almost two years to the day 
before this tragedy last week and our very first finding was that americans would likely lose their lives on 
american soil possibly in large numbers and consequently we issued our final report on january 31st of this 
year recommending that a national homeland security agency be created that consolidated all of the federal 
agencies that have responsibility for protecting our homeland so this this report was issued in several 
installments not only during the clinton administration but the final installment as you mentioned in january 
following the inauguration of george w bush all members of congress i understand were given this report tell 
me what the reaction was and and if people uh in in important positions wanted to act on the 
recommendations well members of congress of both parties did in fact introduce legislation particularly in the 
house we had hearings in the senate as well and there seemed to be bipartisan consensus that we needed 
to move forward on some recommendation like this if not specifically our recommendation then 
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specifically our recommendation then creation of some consolidated agency that would be responsible to the 
american people for protecting us here at home the new administration facing uh issues of domestic 
economics and other things chose to defer action on this matter and vice president cheney has been 
studying the issue and i understand is is scheduled to report to president bush in october on his 
recommendations what would a national homeland security agency do specifically well first of all it would it 
would be independent of all other agencies it would bring together the coast guard the border patrol customs 
under one leader if not a cabinet officer then some independent person responsible directly to the president 
and other federal agencies that that have any kind of responsibility both for protecting our country and 
responding to attacks on it including the public health service and a variety of other agencies like that now 
they're scattered throughout the federal government they're not under one leader and they're dispersed 
primarily because of bureaucratic reasons that i think the american people ought not now to tolerate i know 
assembling these disparate groups and actually forming a new government agency may take time senator 
hart and i know that there are things that you believe should be pla put in place immediately to prevent 
another terrorist attack from happening in the near future i think given all the tragedy of last week it's it's very 
it seems very harsh to say but i i feel now given what we tried to warn people about i must say it this is not 
the end this is just the beginning there will be other attacks on this country we do not have the luxury of time i 
hope that our political leaders will now act as swiftly as they can there are hearings scheduled this week in 
the senate on this issue and i think the

senate on this issue and i think the house will follow and hopefully the administration working with congress 
will will establish as quickly as possible a new means of detecting attacks on our homeland let me just give 
you if i may a sense of the magnitude of the problem 1.3 million people cross our borders every day a third of 
a million vehicles cross our borders every day about 60 000 shipments cross our borders every day and 
customs can inspect only about one or two percent of those so that's the the danger we face and i think the 
next attack will not be airliners it will be chemical biological or nuclear weapons in cities like denver or seattle 
or nashville or cities like that we are not our our commission found that we are not prepared for that 
eventuality senator gary hart some chilling words coming from you we appreciate your time this morning 
senator thanks very much my pleasure thank you and we'll be back with more of today right after this now 
the heartbreaking story of two best friends last tuesday paige hackl and ruth mccourt planned to fly from 
boston to los angeles but they couldn't get on the same flight so paige boarded american airlines flight 11 
while ruth and her four-year-old daughter juliana got on united airlines flight 175. both doom flights crashed 
into the world trade center ruth's husband is david mccourt her mother is paula scott and her brother ron 
clifford and in massachusetts paige's husband alan hackel and paige's mother marjorie farley join us as well 
good morning to all of you and thank you so much for being here you know this you know a lot of people talk 
about putting a face on this tragedy and seeing the faces of ruth and paige such best friends they call 
themselves soul sisters along with your beautiful daughter juliana certainly has struck the hearts of so 
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certainly has struck the hearts of so many people in this country and i think it's for me to say we extend our 
deepest sympathies on it seems inadequate and i'm sure you all feel the same way although that must be 
comforting in a way all the outpouring that you've received so far tell me a little bit about your wife and the 
special friendship she had well the thing i remember most about always remember most about my wife is the 
the love and the manifestation of that love that she gave to my daughter who was a loving daughter and 
reflected my life's my wife's love she was very sensitive to other people's feelings and and i just at this time 
juxtaposed it to other children in the world who are brought up with with hate and and and bigotry and and 
julianna was taught to be uh respectful by her mother to respect all life gardening animals and especially 
other children and they they were beautiful and and i i can say the terrorists have torn our hearts out torn our 
hearts out but they're not going to break our spirit and in some way we want to perpetuate the goodness that 
juliana has shown us our family into a an educational fund to teach tolerance and learning and cooperation i 
know alan hackl that page and ruth were very very close friends can you characterize their friendship i know 
that paige for example was uh juliana's godmother yes she was and uh my hearts are broken and david my 
heart goes out to you also i feel so pained i'm especially grieving of course my 
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i'm especially grieving of course my beautiful wife paige she has so many great spiritual beliefs her favorites 
where love is my gift to the world and it truly was she loved everybody unconditionally she wasn't she felt 
that i'm sorry go ahead she felt that she led the path of kindness and that she also felt that she forgave 
everyone including herself um i know that was sort of mr hackl that was sort of her motto wasn't it forgive 
everybody i forgive everyone even myself that's right and that she did and she was a beautiful giving woman 
who is kind and loving to her family her grandchildren her children her stepchildren but she never called them 
stepchildren she always called them her children and the children called them mom and grandma they both 
seemed so like such special women and i know that excuse me ron you were actually ironically in in the 
marriott hotel when this happened tell me about your experience after the first explosion i saw this woman 
come through the haze badly burnt and jenny anne who we're all praying for now and i know she's going to 
make it on the floor we said the the lord's prayer i realized when she said holy mother of god that that she 
was catholic and i wanted to pray with her and help her and comfort her and her sister called me and said 
you know thanks for getting my my sister out and i think her sister got me out when i got out and saw the 
carnage i was i was shocked you know we had immigrated to this country to to have a better life and just to 
see it all just you know fall away with this 
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you know fall away with this is incredible and then to realize that my sister was on board isn't that something 
when did you make that when did you have that realization ron that this was was a plane that your sister and 
your niece your four-year-old niece and your sister's best friend was on a second plane katie i was making it 
home for my daughter's birthday her 11th birthday was was that day and i knew that i i had to go home and 
hug her and i knew that i had to get out of my clothes that were you know smelling of aviation fuel and dead 
skin and when i got home i was i was very happy and within half an hour exchanging just information with 
their family in boston and new london and we realized that ruth was indeed on the plane and what is ironic is 
paige was on the other plane and i was underneath one thing that i've been haunted by in the aftermath is so 
many people is their final i i think about them on that plane and how terrified they must have been and i know 
that you believe i guess mrs scott that that ruth was there providing comfort to the other passengers and and 
even perhaps trying to negotiate with the perpetrators that would be my daughter yes that's what she would 
have done she absolutely was full of love and with all her brothers she learned how to negotiate she was one 
of six and and five brothers and right and poor ruth dealing with all those boys my brother from ireland called 
me and he said that his message to the president of ireland was to ask mr bush to negotiate yes and we 
would like to see a negotiation because we can sit around and figure it out mrs farley you're of course paige 
page's mom how would you like her to be 
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mom how would you like her to be remembered she was a woman that was so exceptional we kind of knew 
she was special from the time she was three but i picture her on the plane comforting other people because 
that's what paige did her whole life she she truly always found good in people she was an amazing woman 
well we so appreciate you all taking time in this very difficult moment to speak with us and we thank you 
[Music] the presidency has been called the loneliest job in the world but as president bush faces monumental 
challenges ahead he'll have some experienced people standing by his side our national correspondent jamie 
gangall is in washington with a profile of team bush hi jamie good morning good morning katie as so many 
historians and political analysts have observed the crisis in the action he takes will forever define the 
presidency of george w bush but of course no president makes decisions alone they rely on trusted advisors 
sometimes a tiny handful here's a look at the people closest to the president and the people we expect he 
will lean on heavily in the coming months some in the inner circle are long longtime familiar faces like vice 
president dick cheney secretary of state colin powell men who also served president bush's father in desert 
storm and donald rumsfeld on his second tour as defense secretary a former white house chief of staff 
known as a capable washington insider during the presidential campaign political opponents called them the 
retreads and more recently questions had been raised about cheney's health about whether rumsfeld was 
effective or might leave the pentagon and about whether powell was being overshadowed had been pushed 
out of the inner circle but today the critics have evaporated 
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but today the critics have evaporated and the retreads are now the experts capable and getting high marks 
from both republicans and democrats for their resumes and experience i think this is really an a-team i think 
on the foreign policy side they're clearly the first team the all-stars this president is now going to be served 
extraordinarily well by the choices he made both when he selected a vice president and when he selected 
his cabinet by having one of the best foreign policy teams we've seen in washington a while how well they 
perform now in the days ahead of course is going to be a big test i think there's an incalculable strength for 
president bush and the fact that this team has worked together before they know each other's strengths and 
weaknesses they've worked in the mideast before they know how to tease one another and indeed strangely 
they of course worked with president bush's father so he can trust them absolutely there's no time in this 
situation for spring training for getting a team together and figuring out the lay of the land they know that 
already it's just an incredibly fortunate situation that they are there at this time in this place another powerful 
member of the team national security adviser condoleezza rice the adviser who first briefed bush on the 
attack she has developed an especially close relationship with president bush one that insiders compare to 
the trust his father had in his own national security adviser brent scowcroft in fact rice is a protege of 
scowcroft i think what's so important about having condoleezza rice who has not had that long experience 
with president bush that some of these other people have had is that she's obviously gained his trust and 
that means that she can bring some new information some different ways of thinking about it and a different 
mix and rhythm to this older team that has worked together in the past you need it mixed up at the same time 
as you want the experience from the past also in the inner circle the political team chief of staff andy card 
known for his even-handed manner almost always at 
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his even-handed manner almost always at bush's side here telling the president the news of the second 
attack and two long-time political aides from texas senior advisors karl rove and karen hughes hughes known 
as the aide closest to bush and the highest ranking woman official ever in the white house will play a critical 
role behind the scenes trying to shape the president's image with unusual public moments like this phone 
call to new york public officials i want to thank you very much for your leadership and dedication and trying to 
shape the president's message by helping to craft speeches like this one this conflict was begun on the 
timing and terms of others it will end in a way and at an hour of our choosing i think what we don't see from 
the outside is that perhaps even more important than laying out options and helping with decisions the inner 


circles are part of a team which makes the president feel that he's not going alone in these momentous 
moments covering intelligence and the investigation bush will rely on three men attorney general john 
ashcroft a former senator and close friend of the president the new fbi director robert mueller on the job just 
two weeks a former marine described as a straight shooter who gets things done and cia director george 
tenet who keeps a low public profile but has played a key role in trying to mediate in the mideast bush likes 
and respects tenet but he is on the hot seat for intelligence i don't think any intelligence agency could have 
picked up entirely on this but we have to say that somewhere across the american government there was a 
failure of intelligence and it's going to be investigated by congress and some people may get bloodied i hope 
it's not george senate he's a good man i think he's been a good director of the cia and he also enjoys the 
confidence of president bush that's very important here there is one more trusted advisor who does not have 
a formal title in the bush administration 
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formal title in the bush administration some call him 41. the president calls him dad the importance of 
president bush's father being there for him at this moment in time probably cannot be overestimated because 
he can absolutely trust that the advice coming from the father is totally what he wants for himself not coming 
from some other source george bush senior knows the middle east extraordinarily well he spent a lot of time 
working through this and i think that his advice is going to be invaluable to the president of the days ahead 
having been through desert storm bush senior is also a man who knows all too well the anguish and 
loneliness of sending men into battle and it is certain to be comforting for his son to know he is just a phone 
call away while both father and son won't say how often they talk katie you can be sure they are talking 
frequently katie jamie can you give us any insight into the military options that are being considered we heard 
donald rumsfeld talk a lot this weekend about those special ops special operations forces who are trained uh 
in psychological warfare sabotage and kidnapping small scale offensive strikes fighting terrorists training and 
equipping indigenous forces in foreign lands have you heard that the name of these individuals brought up a 
lot as a possible way to to smoke these terrorists out absolutely katie we're hearing two things from military 
and security sources in the short term if diplomatic pressure like this team from pakistan doesn't succeed the 
administration is making clear there will be attacks on military installations of the governments who harbor 
the terrorist cells that could happen very quickly too in the long term the special operations forces you're 
talking about to hunt down and attack individuals but this of course is a much harder assignment obviously 
the intelligence community isn't even sure where bin laden is right now so officials keep stressing this will 
require patience from the american public it could take years and of course 
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public it could take years and of course an integrated effort jamie as we've heard from the intelligence 
community national security people other countries and their intelligence capabilities so it it is an extremely 
complicated and complex task absolutely there's also concern that unlike desert storm moderate arab 
countries fearing islamic extremists within their own borders will not be anxious to step up to the plate 
obviously that diplomatic pressure is happening as we speak but to quote one person in the administration 
this is not going to be like desert storm expect a long battle ahead katie on the diplomatic front as well all 
right jamie gangall jamie thank you very much up next life and death moments as the world trade center 
collapsed caught on tape but first this is today [Music] lucia davis is a filmmaker who was out shooting on the 
streets of manhattan on tuesday morning when the world trade center was attacked soon she found herself 
documenting her own life and death situation here's some dramatic footage come on let's get in here [Music] 
get away from the window 
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oh my god thank you thank you thank you oh my god you're right oh my god you saved my life you saved my 
life thank you thank you thank you thank you lucia davis good morning good morning i was watching this 
footage with my wife over the weekend we were stunned give me an idea of why you were on that street at 


that time what you were doing and how you seem to have been taken by surprise here i i live in the 
neighborhood and i saw what was happening on tv and i decided that i needed to go down and see for 
myself what was going on on the street i headed out with my camera i kept going further and further i saw 
the first building go down documented the people reacting to that kept going further knew that the second 
building would come down and sure enough it did and then this huge plume of smoke and probably 
pulverized glass and ash started coming down the street toward me and i kept filming it it appeared you were 
going through some moments of indecision when you were out on the sidewalk even as that first part of the 
cloud was in the distance moving in your direction were you thinking i'll be okay here um i still think that i had 
a few seconds more to to do some more filming and then i was going to jump into the building but that's 
when someone grabbed me they were trying to talk me in and so forth and basically said get in here lady get 
away from the glass and shut the door and and you didn't realize then how grave the situation was until you 
look back out and saw that cloud pretty much just down the block right then i then then i definitely had a 
reaction when you you went back toward the counter it appears to get out of the way and we start to hear 
you say thank you thank you thank you you saved my life when you saw the cloud lucia go by the store 
window and you saw a night or day turn to night give me your gut reaction what was going 
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give me your gut reaction what was going through your mind well i think you see my gut reaction here my gut 
reaction was one of total fear and that my life had been saved i did not Know what it was that i was looking 
out outside there i'd never seen anything like that it's totally black it's really truly horrifying uh it looked like a 
war situation and i've never been in a war situation before you talk about that cloud you mentioned 
pulverized glass and who knows what else wrapped up in that in that wind and that and that cloud that was 
coming down the street what do you think would have happened to you had you not been pulled into that 
store i am not sure what would have happened to me i think i might have lost my eyesight had i not been 
pulled into the store had a night ducked in i may have died i'm not sure what it's like to consume that amount 
of glass and dust i don't think it's a good thing so i'm definitely grateful to be here today and to be whole and 
healthy who were these people who pulled you into the store you know i'm not sure of everyone there were 
two journalists and then the people who worked at this juice bar elixir they're the ones who pulled me in see 
most of the stores were closed at that time so had i not been pulled in there i might not have known where to 
go or where a safe place would have been so kept in contact with the the people at the store i mean do you 
plan to go back and pay them a visit i plan to to talk to them again actually my stuff was still stuck in the store 
and i went back yesterday to look at it and to retrieve my cell phone and so forth and that's when the whole 
experience began to really affect me that's when i began to weep for the first time and be filled with the 
horror of what's happened here to new york and not just to me but to everyone just filled with grief and 
sadness you're a lucky young lady thank you lucia thanks very much nice to meet you it's 50 past the hour 
much more ahead on a monday morning but first this is today on nbc [Music] 
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with islamic terrorists blamed for tuesday's terrorist attacks muslim communities across the u.s are being 
increasingly becoming increasingly vulnerable to harassment by angry americans sheikh mohammed hisham 
kabbani is chairman of the islamic supreme council of america sheikh khabani good morning to you sir good 
morning katie what went through your mind when you heard about this attack on the world trade center and 
the pentagon and this other jetliner that crashed outside pittsburgh i was being wakened up by my wife and i 
was looking at the television and it was a very very sad situation which struck us all as muslims and i began 
immediately contacting our scholars and muslim scholars in united states and abroad and all of them they 
denounced it and they said that is a horrible thing that has to happen as that has happened and really my my 
my eyes are in tears always at that situation sheikh knawani we can't say enough that this is completely in 
contradiction to the teaching of the quran that's for sure this this what we said it was not an attack on america 
or the west but it's an attack on islam it's an attack on quran it's it's an attack on every muslim within the 
union the united states and outside the united states you gave a speech before the senate back in 1999 and 
you warned such action against the united states uh were you know were were unquestionably going to take 


place why did you say that sheikh khabani in in your testimony you know that i have a lot of contacts and i 
am very well known around the world and i travel a lot and through many sources and information we have 
been across that there will be an attack on the united states and extremists are going to hit hard and and 
that's why it i saw it is my obligation as an american citizen and 
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obligation as an american citizen and saving the muslim community around the united states to stand in in 
front of the state department and in open forum and to address different agencies about this kind of strike in 
order not to blame the muslims if it happened in the future and this is where we yeah i was just going to ask 
you sheikh khabani how can we now protect the rights of law-abiding muslims living in this country and the 
need to find the perpetrators of these attacks i think a real a real diplomat diplomatic situation with muslim 
countries around the world and and arab countries especially to come together with united states to put a 
plan in order to attack these extremists or else it will be very difficult without the the the help of the arab 
countries and the muslim countries in fact sheikh khabani you would like to see muslim americans come 
forward with information that they you believe could be helpful in the investigation of course i i urge all our 
members of islamic supreme council of america and many muslims that i know in united states and abroad 
to come with every tip they have with every information that they have in order to tell the uh different 
agencies about it and inform them as soon as possible in order to avoid any harassment for the muslim 
community as it happened to me personally when i was coming back from washington for the national uh for 
international cathedral the day of the day of prayers i was being invited by the president to attend that 
ceremony and i was coming back on the way back on saturday and there was a two cars [Music] and we're 
back with more of this special edition of today on this monday morning the 17th day of september the year 
2001 of course you're looking at what is now been called ground zero rescue workers 
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been called ground zero rescue workers with that lone american flag which has also become a tremendous 
symbol of the united states its solidarity and resolve and now you're looking at a live shot at the new york 
stock exchange where trading is scheduled to resume and just about a half hour from now this after the 
longest pause since the great depression we should also note that the fed cut interest rates by half a point 
already this morning meanwhile the stock exchange is also a place where thousands of commuters will head 
this morning for the first time since tuesday's attack and with limited traffic flow allowed downtown getting to 
work is going to be a job in itself for most commuters meanwhile not to mention an incredibly emotional day 
back inside studio 1a i'm katie couric along with matt lauer you know you talked about ground zero i've heard 
some people in the last couple of days start to refer to it as ground hero for all of the work that's being done 
down there and you know we're going to be facing so many memorial services and funerals over the next 
several days and weeks there's an article in the paper this morning that many funeral directors in the area 
have offered free burial services to the family members of those firefighters and police officers and 
emergency workers who were lost at the site anyway as we said thousands of people are headed back to 
work in downtown manhattan this morning many of them live in the new york city borough of staten island 
they take the ferry to get there today the staten island ferry is running for the first time since tuesday's attacks 
nbc's rehema ellis is down at the staten island ferry dock with the latest on that rehama good morning matt 
one of the striking things about being here is behind me you can see a smoky haze that is still hanging over 
the city skyline and everyone who boarded the staten island ferry this morning was handed one of these i 
think you can see it it's a map a guide if you will for all those people going into lower manhattan which is a 
very different city from the one they left last week the morning rush hour commute on the staten island ferry 
was crowded with passengers these some of the 70 000 who 
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passengers these some of the 70 000 who take this ride every day into lower manhattan well it's good to 
finally get things back to a little sense of normalcy you know it's been a rough week but nothing is normal this 
is the first staten island ferry ride going into the city since the tragedy last week so much of what people 
normally expect no longer there there was no laughter very little conversation the 25-minute ride was almost 
silent people quietly read newspapers with headlines about heroes others looked out onto a city still 
smoldering there are no words to explain how i feel it's just so sad you know it touches all around you you 
don't have to know anyone to feel it the smell is horrible it smells like burnt wire we're going to open our 
office i'm going to work i'm going to go out to a restaurant because i know they need the business tough new 
yorkers shaken but determined that somehow together they'll figure out a way to make it through this tragedy 
and for security reasons no bicycles and no cars allowed on the ferry which could be a hardship for some 
people normally 300 cars go across on this ferry every day now only emergency vehicles and one official told 
me that he would be very surprised if passenger vehicles are ever allowed on the staten island ferry again 
matt nbc's rehema ellis in staten island this morning rehema thanks very much katie also for the first time 
since tuesday's attack the bell at the new york stock exchange will ring in a little less than 30 minutes nbc's 
ann thompson is downtown with the latest near the exchange the heart of american capitalism the new york 
stock exchange ready to reopen for business today it's good to see that some things are getting back to 
normal five blocks from the world trade center the exchange was not physically damaged but the lines of 
communication between the trading floor and brokerage firms needed to be repaired tests over the weekend 
showed all 
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tests over the weekend showed all systems go able to handle a typical day's trading 1.1 billion shares 
[Music] the nation's fourth largest law firm is open too their conditions are cramped for the attorneys at sidley 
austin brown and woods it won't be comfortable but they'll have offices they lost their downtown branch office 
tuesday four floors in the world trade center 250 thousand square feet gone we had wonderful wood paneling 
in the world trade center but that's not the law firm the people are loved just three days after the buildings 
collapse the firm leased four new floors in the building where it has midtown offices bought 600 desks 600 
computers and hundreds of cell phones it's amazing what you can get in this city almost overnight there is no 
wood paneling but there is a place for the firm's people to work i think being in business and then having a 
place to go to having a desk and having the computers and the telephones psychologically is going to be 
most important important because while 599 sidley austin brown and woodworkers got out safely one did not 
telephone operator rosemary smith is among the missing but still very much in the minds and hearts of her 
coworkers that was nbc's ann thompson reporting and we're back with much more of today right after this 
there are thousands of tragic stories born out of tuesday's attack but there are also a few rare stories that 
can make you believe in miracles dateline nbc's edie magnus has one of those stories [Applause] it was an 
island of hope in a sea of chaos nyu downtown medical center the hospital closest to the world trade center 
keeping order amid the madness dr howard beaton chief of surgery and emergency services this is in every 
way comparable to uh to a war zone into a battlefield

to uh to a war zone into a battlefield that first night a dateline producer followed dr beaton with a small digital 
camera as he went from bed to bed in the intensive care unit this is the place though where life hangs in the 
balance that's correct one of the first victims brought in minutes after the attack was a young woman who 
appeared to be in her late 20s this was originally jane doe number one this was a woman who was injured 
from when the first plane struck in the er dr jerry ginsberg a plastic surgeon found jane doe number one 
hanging onto life by a thread put intravenous fluids in her and essentially took this lady who was absolutely 
bleeding to death stabilized her so that i could then bring her to the operating room and again the team 
would be her legs were almost cut off cut off apparently by debris falling to the street we have been told that 
what hit her was the landing gear of the plane if it had been a few inches further forward it would have hit her 
in the head and she would have never made it here the trauma team operating on jane doe had few options 
and even less time her legs they concluded should be amputated and fast one of our superb surgeons came 


in well trained in trauma and he looked at the team the four of us working he said in his australian accent for 
god's sakes cut him off we've got to get going and that was actually superb trauma training you don't waste 
time on things that are non-reconstructable you save the blood you get the job done but one surgical team 
member a foot specialist begged for more time before going through with the amputation dr bonwinick said i 
think i can save these feet i'm going to go a little slowly and i'm going to get it fixed surgeons worked for 
hours slowly meticulously reconstructing her lower torso her legs her feet as i'm operating on her and i'm 
looking at her and i'm saying it's not jane doe number one it's somebody who's got 
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number one it's somebody who's got gorgeous dark curly hair and she's probably late twenties or thirty you 
do think about uh if dr botwinner can put these feet back on what is she gonna do with these feet and i'm 
desperate to know who is jane doan number one remarkably doctors were able to save jane doe's feet and 
legs but when she came out of surgery the trauma team still had no idea who this woman was it wasn't until 
eight hours later when despite having a tube down her throat she managed to whisper her name and phone 
number when i got her name and telephone number and i spoke to her fiance who answered the phone and i 
heard the word fiance i said well because of nelson at her wedding she will dance on her own feet and not on 
prosthesis at home on new york's upper west side greg st john had been frantic for hours unable to find the 
woman he was to marry a year from this month and then his phone rang i waited about eight hours through 
the day until the surgeons called me and they asked if i would possibly know jane down number one for any 
reason and i asked if it was debbie and they said yeah they think she's a debbie best phone call of your life 
absolutely okay this is debbie hey debbie okay it turns out jane doe number one is thirty-year-old debbie fell 
from new york city four days after nearly losing her life debbie was finally able to breathe on her own and to 
talk although her voice was just a whisper i understand you're getting married next september i have an 
amazing fiance he's one of those few special people in life that i know i have found a truly unique and vibrant 
i'm sure he feels the same way 
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debbie told us that on tuesday she'd gone to work early at the american express office in the world trade 
center what i remember is walking out to this subway to the street and looking up and seeing the top of the 
building and fire going oh yeah that's not true and that can't be true and then i remember seeing the other 
tower explode and know that i had to run my life that's all i remember debbie's recovery will be long and slow 
but she's off to a start that's nothing short of amazing thanks to the helping hands of strangers who have now 
become lifelong friends i'm so thrilled and so impressed with the people who spend time with me they have 
changed my life for the better and i love them i don't want to lose touch she's uh in the icu the day after this 
amazing trauma she's had at this point 30 units of blood the two between her vocal cords who can't speak 
the devastating injury and the fact that we've changed the shape of her backside and put it back on missing 
certain parts and she's desperate to grab a tablet to write to me so doc my butt's smaller and i said my kind 
of woman it's unbelievable to just be able to have her smile at me and as soon as she opened her eyes and 
looked at me she grabbed my hand i said my name is debbie and she wouldn't let go of me so we both 
started crying she's gonna live and we're gonna go to her wedding debbie provided us all with one of the few 
laughs we've had over these past five days we wish her the best we're back with more on this special edition 
of today right after these messages as the search and rescue efforts go on 
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as the search and rescue efforts go on in southern manhattan hundreds of rescuers are hoping against hope 
to find some survivors let's head to downtown manhattan where ann curry is keeping watch over those 

rescue efforts and what's the latest well katie good morning we have a development that offers a little insight 
into this rescue effort as you've been reporting everyone now is hoping for a miracle we've tracked down the 
original engineering firm now this is the firm that consulted on the foundation for the world trade center and it 
has the floor plans and the maps of the levels down below this firm is called muser rutledge and it's currently 


advising the rescuers giving them the technical information as to where to look well george tamara who's a 
partner in this firm has told me we've had several conversations over the course of the last several days that 
he doesn't want to raise or diminish hopes about survivors but he said there is a possibility katie that there 
could be pockets below the street level outside the perimeter of the crumbled towers pockets that could 
presumably presumably could presumably sustain people now he was on the site late sunday into the night 
he said to me this morning quote we're trying to get down the emergency shafts that still exist and then go 
horizontal of course they're using dogs and sensors when they do go down these uh pockets or the 
emergency shafts to see if they can find people we should however caution that according to the experts on 
building collapses in 99 of the cases survivors are found in the first 48 hours and of course that was true uh 
in so far anyway in this case as the last survivor was from the original collapse was found on wednesday 
which is within that time frame but we can also tell you that the experts are also saying that in very rare 
cases people can survive for as many as 10 to 14 days katie and today katie as you know is day seven and 
counting and i read something just heartbreaking 
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and i read something just heartbreaking in the times yesterday and that was that some of these dogs have 
not been able to be very useful because of they're not really being able to discern when they might smell a 
body because it's so ubiquitous at the scene that's true we've heard reports that it's difficult from people for 
people on scene to recognize and i'm sorry for the grisly nature of this information to recognize the difference 
between metal and and body parts so it's been very very difficult but the dogs are still in use they are human 
seeking dogs ever this is how it works every time they find a pocket as they dig along a little depression what 
they do is everybody stops or if they hear any sort of tapping or any sort of noise that they can't discern as to 
what it is everybody stops the dogs are brought in to smell around and to be used as best they can i can also 
tell you have from being on the scene for so many days that they have also brought in i'm not sure whether 
they're still using them presumably they are still using them these sort of robotic machines that go where 
humans are it's too dangerous for humans to go presumably too dangerous for dogs to go where they 
actually can send back images and can can measure or can relate whether there's any movement down 
below where they're looking also we understand from from the days we've been here that they also have 
infrared devices that they're also using to see if to sort of let them know if there's any heat below the surface 
so they have a a lot of sort of ways that they're they're trying to be able to get information as to as to where 
their might might be people still surviving but apparently the best information that we have now which is what 
i just reported to you is that they're now going into areas that are not exactly right under the buildings but 
under sort of between the buildings around the edges the perimeter of the buildings were down below the 
buildings there were these layers these concourses these sort of basement areas that extend beyond the 
perimeter of these world trade center towers and nearby buildings 
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towers and nearby buildings down below where there could be places pockets um of course you know it's a 
guess as to whether uh there there is no other information that i have about any other indication that 
anybody down below is still alive except that that is now a major focus of what they're now trying to do is to 
see if they can find these pockets katie all right and curry anne thank you very much for that report now 
here's matt katie as we've been saying all morning this is a back to work day in so many ways the stock 
market's reopening and many people here in new york city and washington d.c going back to their jobs 
perhaps for the first time in seven days president bush is encouraging people to try to get their lives back to 
normal as a matter of fact he was greeting people at the executive office building in washington this morning 
i'm here to remind people that the best way to fight terrorism is to not let terrorism intimidate america a lot of 
people who work in this building were deeply worried about their about their lives last week they're a lot of 
courageous people here and they're coming back to work and i'm going to thank them for that and remind 
them we've all got a job to do people digging out the rubble in new york have got a job to do those of us in 
government have a job to do that was president bush just a short time ago by the way new york's mayor 
rudolph giuliani was in a lighthearted moment yesterday saying you want to help new york city come here 


and spend money go to restaurants and things like that kelly kelly o'donnell is at the brooklyn bridge this 
morning where people are making their way back to new york city kelly good morning to you good morning 
matt fewer people than expected we've been here atop the brooklyn bridge one of the famed landmarks of 
new york since early this morning and the commuters that i've talked to say this is a much lighter group of 
people going across the span is 1.4 miles from brooklyn to manhattan and as these commuters walk or some 
of them riding their bicycles of course just off here in the distance is the empty piece of the skyline that no 
longer exists and the smoke and the haze from the world trade center blast site is still visible people we've 
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blast site is still visible people we've talked to also have told us that on the brooklyn side this morning there 
was yet another bomb scare so some of those who thought they'd be taking the subway into work decided it 
was better and safer to simply walk we've heard no other reports related to that bomb scare so some 
commuters told us it was yet another and you know during this week there have been lots of moments where 
authorities have taken the most cautious point and have said please avoid these areas and that of course 
has interrupted the commute now on a typical day 144 000 automobiles would cross below us here on the 
deck that holds automobiles it's been very very light today on a typical day 2000 pedestrians would cross this 
bridge but we've seen very few those who have come across many of them have had small flags in their 
backpacks even one gentleman who was wearing an american flag as a necktie but things here are moving 
slowly some people saying they're eager to get back to work but the crowds are not what a normal new york 
day would be like matt kelly katie and i were talking earlier that we both had a chance to to have certain 
vantage points of the city where we could see that the world trade center obviously had disappeared from the 
skyline what reaction are you hearing from people on your end as as they walk over and have had a chance 
to look downtown and see that the skyline's been changed forever kelly can you hear me apparently we now 
we've lost contact with kelly on the brooklyn bridge but i was driving into the city yesterday after a short trip 
outside the city and of course it's natural you look down to the end of the island and just try and compare as 
to what you've known for the last 30 or so years and it's startling it was uh strange because i was driving 
back into the city as well and the sun was setting behind all the smoke giving off this sort of iridescent orange 
hue and as someone said it would be beautiful under very very different circumstances we're back right after

for a strong and healthy body and in quaker oatmeal it stays with ben to help him fight off more than just 
cooties start their day in the quaker way warms you heart and soul as we have in times past whether it be 
war or economic challenge we are one country today committed unified in the pursuit to find and punish and 
obliterate those who committed that horrible act against this great 
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that horrible act against this great nation and you're looking listening rather and looking at dick rasso as the 
chairman and ceo of the new york stock exchange surrounded by dignitaries members of the new york fire 
department police department there's treasury secretary paul o'neill as well and obviously we're back and we 
await the opening bell of the new york stock exchange it will be the first time since the bell has rung since 
tuesday's attack cnbc's ron insana is down there this morning ron good morning good morning can you 
describe the atmosphere down there well certainly it is far different than anything we've become accustomed 
to here and around the new york stock exchange all morning long there has been extraordinarily tight 
security police officers military officers on the street patrolling to make sure that the security remains tight 
throughout the state the floor burst into applause earlier in the day as exchange officials and government 
officials walked onto the floor they continue to applaud mr grasso's comments today there is a lot of talk of all 
that has happened in the last hour the immense corporate buybacks being announced the rate cut from the 
federal reserve i for instance just received a press release from saudi prince alwaleed who of course is a 
member of the saudi royal family he is the biggest investor outside of the united states in the u.s stock 
market he has vowed not to sell any shares in any of the holdings he has which totals 20 billion dollars in fact 
we're holding an exclusive conversation with the prince on cnbc even as we speak so there is a feeling that 
people want to step up and buy there is some worry however that the economic damage that comes as a 
consequence of this may still trouble the stock market down the road katie ron there also seems to be a 
movement among individual investors to show their patriotism by buying americans yes absolutely and there 
have been calls from every level of government for individuals to to vote or invest in america if you will now it 
is of course a patriotic statement some large investors though to whom i have spoken within the last uh 
several hours and these are individuals who manage billions and billions of dollars expect 
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billions and billions of dollars expect maybe the market sells off in the morning rallies in the afternoon they 
are concerned however that the stock market may not be able to sustain its gains if we see increasingly bad 
economic news as a consequence of what's happened in the last several days so this is not expected to be 
an easy market environment by any stretch of the imagination hey ron i'm curious you mentioned some 
individual investors i know warren buffett sooke on a cbs program last night 60 minutes he said quote i won't 
be selling anything he went on to say if prices would fall significantly there are some things i might buy it's 
not a different country economically than it was a week ago and i guess that sounds right but is it necessarily 
true well we met we don't know at this time we've talked about you know the losses that have been sustained 
in the insurance industry the airline industry what travel and tourism may be like in the future uh there are 
there are men with as much buying power as mr buffett saying exactly the opposite now i should point out 
however that the orchestration of this buying activity resembles very much the activities taken in the wake of 
the 1987 stock market crash activities that essentially turned the market for the better there were several 
months of repair work yet to be done but the market did in fact bottom out and move forward and that 
certainly is what government officials exchange officials and large investors are hoping will happen that we 
may get some stability return to the market sometime this week and then individual investors will have to slug 
it out for a time as they wade through all the economic data that's likely in the months ahead and ron 
meanwhile there are some safeguards in place if the dow drops correct that were put put into place after that 
1987 crash absolutely and katie remember that these safeguards are in effect in both directions if the market 
should fall 1100 points there would be a one-hour trading halt assuming it occurs before 2 pm eastern time if 
it occurs after that the halt is reduced to a half hour should the market fall in excess of two thousand points 
before one o'clock there would be a two hour trading halt that would be reduced to an hour if it happened 
between two and two thirty beyond that should there be a thirty two 
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beyond that should there be a thirty two hundred and point decline in the market the market shuts down for 
the day regardless of the time now that is also true on the upside trading halts are put in in both directions to 
ensure that volatility is not so extreme that individuals and professionals can't trade meanwhile ron i was 
going to say this is going to be a very emotional opening of the the stock exchange because there is going to 


be two minutes of silence in remembrance of the victims then a marine major will be singing god bless 
america so that will set the tone for the entire day of trading and some firefighters will actually ring the 
opening bell yeah you know i've been here in times of financial crisis and as you hear the bell let's pause for 
silence yes 
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we want to now go back to ron and sana as this two minutes of silence draws to a close and just say quickly 
ron when's the last time nothing like this absolutely nothing like this a lot of moments of silence here [Music] 
and guide her through the night with the light from above from the mountains [Music] america [Music] 
america [Music] that was major roseanne rignoli of the u.s marine corps who was asked to sing god bless 
america ron and son i'm just

god bless america ron and son i'm just curious you know we've been talking this morning about a big kind of 
backup of sell-off orders that have accumulated in the days while the stock market was closed what kind of 
role will they play well katie clearly there is pent up selling pressure in this stock market particularly in those 
areas that are to be most greatly affected by by tuesday's attack whether it's insurance companies or or 
airline companies there's no doubt we're going to see some selling pressure in fact we're on an emotional 
moment as new york city firefighters and police officers officially open the exchange go ahead well they are 
of course applauding and i have never seen the group on the floor this united as i started to say earlier when 
we were talking that i've been on this floor during moments of financial panic i i have never been here for an 
event quite like this um these individuals in in financial crises have stood uh the pressures very well today is 
going to be an emotional day the likes of which we haven't seen before you can see though that these 
individuals are immediately getting back to business the action is starting the dow is down about 52 points at 
this moment at 95 and as you say there are latent sell orders that have yet to be uh to be processed here 
and some hope katie and matt quite frankly that the market sells off noticeably early in the day and then 
rallies by the close some are a little concerned that if the market were to rally too quickly it might not be 
sustainable they'd like to flush out a lot of those sell orders that have been sitting on the books for four days 
clean the sellers out of the market and then begin the process of repair from from a trader's perspective that 
is the best case scenario and that is what everyone is hoping for right now hey ron you 
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is hoping for right now hey ron you mentioned something before and katie talked about it also that 
corporations have bought stock in in large amounts that that before this was not as possible but some rule 
changes were put into effect isn't that right yeah absolutely now corporations can always buy back their 
shares and many corporations large corporations have what they call share repurchase programs do this on 
a regular basis this morning for instance general electric the parent company of nbc said it would accelerate 
its 2.8 billion dollar stock repurchase program so that it is possible now in the beginning of the day and at the 
end of the day corporations who had previously been forbidden from buying their stock in those periods will 
be able to do so the prohibition in the past was designed to keep companies from manipulating their own 
stock prices at the open and at the close that prohibition is gone and you have these very deep pocketed 
companies available now to step in should the market fall significantly you know ron i think history you talk 
about the past is a great teacher of what might happen for example what happened in this country following 
pearl harbor and the assassination of president kennedy may in fact be instructive today absolutely and you 
know there was one research from katie on wall street that analyzed 22 events that could in some way be 
compared to what we saw last tuesday and on average in the immediate uh period after the event took place 
stock prices fell somewhere in the neighborhood of five to seven percent now that would be somewhere in 
the neighborhood of let's say 450 to 650 points for the dow and an equivalent percentage for the nasdaq um 
and then rebounded within 22 days the economics of this environment are a little different than those 
previous periods in the wake of president kennedy's assassination for instance or even the cuban missile 


crisis the economy was was stronger in relative terms than it might be right now but there are extraordinary 
efforts being undertaken by the federal reserve in addition to the rate cuts this morning pushing short-term 
interest rates down to three percent the fed said that it is going to continue to pump money into 
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going to continue to pump money into this economy until it is satisfied that the economy can stabilize and the 
fed has already pumped record amounts of money into the u.s banking system prior to today 180 billion 
dollars was put into the banking system we've never seen anything like that before all right ron and sana 
down at the new york stock exchange ron what's what's the market doing right now right now the dow is 
down 139 points at 94.60 and the nasdaq if i could see it from here i don't have a trade on it it closed at uh 
it's down 106 points i just couldn't see the screen from here so it down sharply and that's what everybody 
expected at the outset this morning all right ron and son iran i'm sure we'll be checking with in with you uh 
throughout the day thanks ron katie joe battipaglia is chief investment strategist for grunt island company joe 
good to have you back down 130 something points just a few minutes into trading surprising at all not at all in 
fact we've had crises in the past where the market sells off sharply early investors have a chance to digest 
the news assess the future and make their decisions about that future and my feeling at this time is that the 
us economy is going to come back even stronger in the year 2002 with great deal of assistance which we 
can talk about let me just to put it into perspective with you and our viewers i want people to know that you 
are notoriously bullish on this market so your optimism is not unusual in the wake of this tragedy couple of 
sectors though that people are very concerned about they're concerned about airline stocks because the 
airlines are going to take a beating because of this insurance stocks how worried should people holding 
those stocks be well keep in mind that what will happen is that all the safety net features for those industries 
will be put into place and enacted in terms of the insurance industry with reinsurance the airline industry most 
likely will get help from the government as they make a transition to the new environment but the airline 
industry is essential to the us and the global economy so a strong industry is important and also bear in mind 
now that these companies will be prompted to consolidate the weaker with the stronger in order to carry on 
going forward and that means a new dynamic for the investor and that's 
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new dynamic for the investor and that's why you need to be very patient here are you pretty confident that 
joe that the government is going to step in and help the airline industry because they're pretty hesitant to do 
that as you know well i think that they will in fact we start with the federal reserve dramatically cutting rates 
even further than they have i think congress now is in a position to move quickly on tax relief and incentives 
for business investment and part of that package i believe will be a restoration to key industries that were 
adversely affected by this event which indeed was an act of war which goes beyond the normal course of 
business on a smaller level and we've been talking about it this email that went around and people across 
the country talking about like this might be a good idea to buy even one share of stock today or if you can 
afford 10 buy 10 shares of stock does it do more than make us just feel a little bit better and a little less 
helpless well it certainly does but i think you have to as an investor make sure that you are keenly focused 
on where you need to be with your investments and what the timing is and secondly look at our situation 
today and reassure yourself that all the asset classes whether you're talking about bonds stocks or even real 
estates can perform their normal function in one two three and five years from now and if the answer is yes 
to that question and i believe that it is then you will stay with the investments you have and actually sort 
through the aftermath here to add to your positions and in fact you may find even new investors coming into 
the market as they see this as an opportunity interesting point here is that the 1980s and that prosperity was 
born out of the iran hostage crisis and an oil shock the 1990s prosperity came about after the iraq invasion of 
kuwait where we committed ground troops to the middle east both incidents instances seem so dire to the 
american public we thought we wouldn't recover but the reality was we did recover and the markets moved 
to higher ground this may well be the start of the first bull market of 21st century as hard as it is to say this 


moment of grief and in fact what kind of impact does a wartime economy if you will have on the american 
psyche on the american investor because the psychology of all this is critically important isn't it jerry's an 
excellent point if this were to go to the 
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point if this were to go to the conventional war footing then all of the american resources will be deployed 
towards that effort and stock investing and investment flows into traditional manner move to the sidelines if 
this happens to be a global effort to stamp out terrorism where those resources are relatively thin and 
scattered and we begin by being successful against the obvious targets then confidence builds along with it 
as we go after it year after year in many respects katie it's like our initiatives with iraq for 10 years after the 
war itself we contain the problem there and the world move on so it's very important how this evolves 
politically in terms of how it affects confidence and then in turn how it affects business conditions on a 
personal level your company everyone accounted for everyone is accounted for thankfully we've moved to 
midtown manhattan to to be ready for today and i have to give credit to all our employees for stepping up in 
the way they have so we can handle the customer's business and the client's business and reach out to 
them and comfort them in this time of crisis because you must certainly know people joe doing that and 
because that you are from that world and families who still don't know but it's been extraordinarily comforting 
to me to see the response from people who i didn't pay much attention to before when i take the train i go 
into the penn station who now say it's good to see you again the fellow oh i buy orange juice from the woman 
i buy orange juice from the morning said it's good to see you and it just is very reassuring to me katie said a 
friend of her said that the edge has been taken off new yorkers which is not a bad thing well now is it time for 
america to use some of its built-up prosperity and the budget surpluses and the unity that we've just come 
together on to do something very positive here and turn this around joe why don't you stand by for a moment 
let's go back to ron and sana who's at the stock exchange ron what's going on well katie we have the dow 
down about 175 points i should point out that only about 11 of the dow 30 are trading at the moment we 
haven't seen the rest open up quite yet and this is a fairly frequent occurrence when you have a day like 
today the trading in some stocks will be delayed until the folks who make markets in these stocks down on 
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who make markets in these stocks down on the floor can match up buyers and sellers when there is an 
undue amount of selling pressure and undue amount of buying pressure the individual known as a specialist 
the person who gets in the middle in between buyers and sellers has to find a buyer for every seller in order 
to get the stock open that's the process that's taking place on the floor of the new york stock exchange this 
morning the dow as we said down about 186 points now at about 94.19 and the nasdaq's down 106. so still a 
fairly orderly market but it's going to be some tough sledding in the early going i'm sorry i was going to say 
ron that that matt and i were talking this morning about the japanese markets and traditionally you all look at 
overseas market to get markets to get some indication well tell us what the japanese markets did and if it 
really is germaine to what's going on here this morning it is and it isn't for a couple of reasons i mean one 
reason is that the japanese economy is having trouble all its own that could very well be exacerbated by any 
slowdown in the united states or europe that could come as a result of tuesday's attacks and and the 
economic implications thereof now tokyo also didn't have a chance to respond as europe did this morning to 
the federal reserve's rate cuts european markets which were down anywhere from about one and a half to 
six percent depending on which country you were looking at actually rallied back after the fed cut interest 
rates by a half a point and had a much more positive tone the dow down about 222 points is going to have to 
work through all that selling pressure that you talked about and at some point will likely begin to respond to 
the rate cuts the infusion of money from the fed and these corporate buybacks but again the the early portion 
of this day is expected to be a little touch and go i think individual or i should say professional investors are 
worried a little less about tokyo right now than they are the domestic considerations ron we've been talking 
about markets moving up and down right now let's go back just for a second to what katie talked to dick 


grasso about a little earlier this morning and that was how the market would handle itself technically in terms 
of computers and communication and power it seems at the moment that's going off without a hitch yeah 
from what we can 
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without a hitch yeah from what we can tell and i i heard my colleague maria bartoromo just talking to new 
york stock exchange chairman dick grasso the open was smooth it was fully operational these delays don't 
have anything to do with system malfunctions again there are order imbalances and things like that that keep 
some of these dow stocks from opening up but as far as we can tell and as i look at the ticker here 
everything everything seems to be working well all right ron and sana at the new york stock exchange this 
morning ron thank you very much we appreciate it thanks ron richard hoey is the chief economist and 
investment strategist for dreyfus corporation he's closely watching what's happening on wall street this 
morning mr hoey good morning to you good morning i know you felt that we were already basically in a 
recession so how do the events of this past tuesday impact your view for the short and long term uh i think 
that they intensify the recession there there were some economic indicators that came out during the period 
the market was closed such as a drop in consumer confidence and a rise in weekly unemployment claims 
that implied that the economy had probably slipped over into a recession this shock is probably going to 
reinforce that pattern and i think that that will mean we'll have a weak economy over the next several months 
however it's unlikely to be the worst recession of the post-war era i think it'll be milder than we saw in 1970 
374 milder than we saw in 1981-82 this is not exactly the first recession we've had in the last 50 years and in 
terms of time we're well along through it it's not like we're going to have another year of economic weakness 
maybe three months maybe five months it's a little hard to say but we're past the midpoint of this recession 
mr hoey what about the short term what are you expecting or how do you expect the markets to react today 
well i think we've seen what would normally be expected which is aa 
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normally be expected which is a a weakness on the open because of some pent-up selling pressure one of 
the old maxims of wall street is that the stocks fluctuate between the facts plus greed and the facts minus 
fear and as a general rule you're supposed to be selling stocks when they're trading for the facts plus greed 
as they were back in march of 2000 and when you start to get the facts minus fear with people very worried 
you start to get evaluations that are cheap from a long-term point of view stocks are the value of a 
discounted flow of future earnings and i'm expecting a strong economic recovery in the second half of 2002 
and into 2003. we're going to have a much more cyclical economy more weakness now but are really more 
powerful expansion when it kicks in in the second half of 2002. mr hoey what about the people who maybe 
don't have 20 30 years before retirement and they're looking at their stocks tied up in 401k plans and and 
other situations like that especially when it comes to something like an airline stock what would you suggest 
that that average investor do i think most people are well advised not to do anything the often people jump in 
the direction of the market and make bad emotional decisions rather than rational decisions the market 
prices will already reflect the news and just as people made mistakes by getting emotionally optimistic back 
18 months ago and buying stocks on emotional grounds internet stocks etc rather than on rational grounds it 
would be as bad an investment mistake to sell on emotional grounds now i am disappointed that the 
congress did not pass the support for the airline industry uh before the uh end of the uh uh their session i 
would 
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end of the uh uh their session i would expect them to come back and do it and the exact nature of it will be 
will be determined but you shouldn't assume that the market prices today uh as the markets open don't 
incorporate uh news that you're worried about it's already reflecting the news that you're worried about if you 
can just stand by joe i'd like to get your thoughts on that you know obviously people don't want to be dictated 
by their emotions but there seems to be pretty hard evidence that the airlines are in trouble and may face 


more trouble as people perhaps may choose not to fly as often and they were having trouble before this this 
occurred so it's not pure emotion that people might be looking a little bit uh you know with some trepidation 
about those stocks yes this industry has wide volatility over the years sometimes it's related to energy 
sometimes it's economic weakness now you have a double whammy of economic weakness and fear about 
flying courtesy of these events my suspicion is that the industry as vital as it is will look to consolidate the 
weaker into the stronger the government will step in probably as part of their tax plan for the economy 
generally to help the industry through and then the faa in working with the airline managements will come up 
with very stringent regulatory programs in place to keep this issue at bay just 30 seconds left what was the 
reaction after the government stepped in and bailed out chrysler so many years ago how did that company 
stock fare after the bailout it did tremendously well and of course we know eventually not only did it happen 
once but twice and on the third go around daimler chrys damler bought the company and actually did well for 
those investors all right joe battipaglia richard hoey gentlemen thanks very much we appreciate your 
expertise and we're back on a monday morning right after this well just as all eyes were on the world trade 
center on tuesday morning that terrible tuesday morning and then of course the pentagon and pittsburgh now 
this morning all eyes are on the stock market less than a half hour ago the new 
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market less than a half hour ago the new york stock exchange was open for business there of course is a 
shot of the white house where president bush continues to work on possible options to deal with this but 
economically the country is trying to get back on track not only for reasons of economic recovery but also for 
the emotional reasons you know the president talked about people needing to get back to work because it's 
the way we recover from terrorists and show the terrorists that we will not bow to them mayor giuliani talked 
about the fact that we need to get out there and conduct life as normal and get out there and spend money in 
this city so that we can bounce back from this so i think a lot of it is because we need to do it for our 
economy the rest of it is we need to do it for our psyches of course it was quite an emotional opening of the 
stock exchange this morning there were two minutes of silence for the victims and those who were still 
missing then a marine major saying god bless america it was of course filled with dignitaries and perhaps the 
most important people at all of all representatives from the new york city fire department and police 
department who were there to help open the market in the exchange i'm sorry all weekend long people were 
talking about what would happen on the stock market and on early in this morning and saying go out there 
and buy stocks and let's show the terrorists by making the markets go up that's not what's happened early in 
trading richard hoey is with dreyfuss and joe batapaglia is with gruntall and company the market has dipped 
it was down 130 points the last time we looked but joe take a look at what it's doing right now too so this is 
not unexpected even though people had hoped for people basically when there's a decline of more than a 
certain amount there are curbs put in on computerized trading and other things that that the market can't as 
easily absorb it's not really a terribly important event i think people have to focus on the fundamentals and 
the fundamentals are that the competing investment returns that one will be able to get in money market 
funds will be 
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to get in money market funds will be going down the competing yields that people are able to get in bond 
funds has gone down and part of what the federal reserve is doing by lowering short-term interest rates is 
acting on investment preferences because as it you get a lower and lower and lower yield on money market 
funds the temptation to say gee maybe there's some other assets that look cheap now increases and the 
other thing is some of the major institutional investment investors not necessarily today but out over time 
may well take their profits on the bond market and reallocate into a cheaper stock market because many uh 
professional investors are making decisions not on a minute by minute basis but on the basis of what are the 
perspective returns over the next one year five year and ten years all right let's go back down to ron and 
sana dick if we could who is down at the new york stock exchange uh ron what can you tell us well katie a 
little more selling pressure although it has been relatively uh well contained the market has been increasingly 
orderly as we move through the early portion of this day the dow is down about 276 points again not all of the 


dow components have begun trading yet so it would not be surprising to see the dow go lower before 
investors and traders attempt a run back toward the unchanged level uh it has been reasonably calm on the 
floor of the new york stock exchange as well there was a burst of applause beneath me a few moments ago 
as new york governor george pataki walked by and shook hands with a lot of a lot of the traders it is a 
downside day it is so far pretty much as expected all right ron thanks very much joe let me ask you about 
something katie and i talked about when we were hosting a special edition of today on saturday that the 
reports that it circulated that among major investors there was a quote-unquote gentleman's agreement out 
there that they would not sell this market short what should we make of those reports it sounds very 
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those reports it sounds very manipulative well it is and it isn't i think those investors have looked at the 
market more recently as presenting new opportunity and they were gearing up i believe to start buying into 
this market that had weakened over the past 18 months but did they really pick up the phone and call one 
another and say look let's not do this is that what you understand no i think the conversations went 
something like this you know we've had money on the sidelines looking to commit there's going to be an 
early panic in this and the market may limp sideways for a while i think america is still in violet as an 
economic enterprise is concerned and we think we might have an opportunity to be buyers wouldn't you 
agree and it's those kinds of conversations that have come to the fore but i mean it's a good thing if that 
happened in this particular situation but generally speaking we should be a little bit careful about those kind 
of gentlemen's agreements shouldn't we well many many years ago during the 20s when there were actually 
trusts that were formed with those kinds of agreements in mind they did drive the markets but they don't exist 
that way today the liquidity is so broad the number of position participants so great that indeed you've got a 
free-flowing market here that is being very orderly all right joe thanks some stations will be leaving us now 
we welcome our west coast viewers we're going to continue to give you the latest coverage right here on nbc 
and of course you can follow the latest news on the markets all day long on cnbc on cable and we'll be back 
with more of this special edition of today right up to this you're working as a was correcting prior to this crisis 
but the underpinnings for economic growth are there we're the greatest entrepreneurial society in the world 
we've got the best farmers and ranchers we've got a strong manufacturing base [Music] but there's a 
challenge ahead of us and i'm confident that our business community will rise to the challenge secondly i'm 
confident we can work with congress to come up with an economic stimulus package if if need be that will 
send a clear signal to the risk takers and capital capital format formatters of our country that the 
government's going to act too 
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that the government's going to act too thirdly we've got a tax tax cut that's still working its way through the 
economy as well as a um a reconstruction plan for new york and uh in the area and after all the congress in 
a bipartisan fashion overwhelmingly passed a supplemental of billions of dollars which will uh help not only 
get new york city up and running again but will help provide some economic stimulus [Music] i think these are 
the kinds of subjects that we will talk uh with the secretary of transportation with the airline industry and as 
importantly with members of congress congress must be involved with uh obviously with these deliberations 
and i look forward to i've already encouraged my administration to reach out to members of congress and uh 
we will continue doing so uh does this mean that the u.s is prepared to move militarily patsy i want to make it 
clear the american people that that this administration will not talk about any plans we may or may not have 
we will not jeopardize in any way shape or form anybody who wears the uniform of the united states all i can 
tell you is that osama bin laden is a prime suspect and the people who house him encourage him provide 
food comfort or money are on notice last tuesday or last last week 
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last tuesday or last last week i spoke clearly about our nation's policy and that is we're going to find those 
who uh those evil doers those barbaric people who attacked our attacked our country and we're going to 
hold them accountable and we're going to hold the people who house them accountable the people who 
think they can provide them safe havens will be held accountable the people who feed them will be held 
accountable and uh and the taliban must take my statement seriously yes ma'am is it the case based on 
what you said now that war is inevitable and can you tell the american people what that war is going to look 
like uh i i believe um i Know that an act of war was declared against america um but this would be a different 
type of war than we're used to this is uh in the past there have been you know beaches to storm islands to 
conquer uh we've been able to watch on our television screens sophisticated weaponry find a you know a 
building and uh we've seen you know dramatic reports from the front where you know a pulitzer prize to be 
winning reporter stood up and declared you know the united states is attacked and and all that there there 
may be some of that who knows but i know that there's a different type of enemy than we're used to it's an 
enemy that um uh is uh likes to hide and burrow in and uh they uh they're or they they're they're they're their 
network is extensive they have no there's no rules 
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have no there's no rules uh it's barbaric behavior they slip throats of women on airplanes in order to achieve 
an objective that is beyond comprehension and they uh they like to hit and then they like to hide out but we're 
gonna smoke them out and we're adjusting our thinking to the new type of enemy these are terrorists that 
have no borders and by the way it's important for the world to understand that we know in america that more 
than just americans suffered loss of life in the world trade center people from all kinds of nationalities left but 
that's why the world is rallying to our call to defeat terrorism many world leaders understand that that could 
have easily that the attack could have easily happened on their land and they also understand that this 
enemy knows no border but they know what i know that when we start putting the heat on those who house 
them they will get them running and once we get them running we have got a good chance to get them and 
that's exactly what our intent is the focus right now is on osama bin laden no question about it he's the prime 
suspect in his organization but there are other terrorists in the world there are people who hate freedom this 
is a fight for freedom this is a fight to say to the freedom loving people the world we will not allow ourselves 
to be terrorized by somebody who thinks they can hit and hide in some cave somewhere it's going to require 
a new thought process and i'm proud to report our military led by the secretary of defense understands that 
understands it's a new type of war it's going to take a long time to win this war the american people are going 
to have to be more patient than ever with the efforts of uh of our combined efforts not just ourselves but the 
efforts of our allies to get them running and to find them and to hunt them down but uh as the secretary of uh 
as the vice president said you know 
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vice president said you know osama bin laden is just one person he is representative of a of networks of 
people who are who absolutely have made the their their cause to defeat the freedoms that we we take that 
we understand and we will not allow him to do so i want him hell i want i want justice and uh uh there's an old 
poster out west as i recall that said wanted dead or alive do you see an end at all i think i think there's a i 
think that uh uh this is a long-term battle war there'll be battles but this is long term we're after all our mission 
is not just osama bin laden the al-qaeda organization our mission is to battle terrorism and to join with 
freedom loving people um we have are putting together a coalition that is un you know a coalition dedicated 
to declaring to the world uh we will do what it takes to find the terrorists to route them out and to hold them 
accountable and uh the united states is uh proud to lead the coalition are you saying you want him dead or 
alive certainly i just remember all i'm doing is remembering when i was a kid i remember that i used to put 
out there in the old west i wanted poster it said wanted dead or alive all i want america wants him brought to 
justice that's what we want thank you very much thank you thank you 
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thank you very much thank you thank you bye thank you thank you guys defense secretary donald rumsfeld 
and national security adviser condoleeza rice on either side of the president and his visit to the pentagon 
today the president is saying again that uh the resolve is strong uh he did say at the very end he wants 
osama bin laden dead or alive than adding that we want justice quite obviously we're going to smoke them 
out and we're adjusting our thinking because this is a new kind of warfare as any number of people have 
been saying you don't see the enemy on the battlefield here there are no beaches to storm it is 
unconventional warfare of the most harrowing kind osama bin laden is widely believed to have been 
harbored by afghanistan a pakistani delegation has gone to the taliban the students of islam the new 
students very radical group that took over that country a few years ago to say give him up they have been 
saying repeatedly that they would not there is a rebel organization in afghanistan that has been resisting the 
taliban and ahmad shah massoud who is widely believed to be the most effective military leader of that rebel 
organization was assassinated last friday two arab journalists they were posing as arab journalists 
apparently had a bomb in their television camera and blew him up during the course of uh an interview that 
they said that they wanted to conduct with him it's now believed that osama bin laden was probably 
responsible for that that was all a prelude to the attack on the world trade center on friday commander-in- 
chief meeting his troops today at the pentagon the corridors of that embattled building they've had an 
enormous amount of strain first the attack then the round-the-clock preparation for whatever form this new 
war will take 
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pentagon of course is a it is a symbol of american military uh the five rings that fortress-like structure and in 
the corridors you find uh people who are mingling their enlisted personnel and then you look up and there is 
a full flag admiral or a three-star general striding down the hall as well president this afternoon is scheduled 
to visit a mosque in washington d.c one of the tricky parts uh for the course of this future war and diplomacy 
for that matter is to make sure that other islamic nations and people who follow the islamic faith are not 
inflamed or driven to the other side by intemperate actions on the part of the united states already there have 
been some inexcusable acts of bigotry across america as arab americans have been targeted by people who 
think that they're being patriotic and when in fact they're adopting many of the same techniques of the 
terrorists it's a form of psychological terrorism as well so the president wants to make a strong statement 
today by going to the mosque a prominent one in washington d.c on massachusetts avenue momentarily we 
do expect to hear from attorney general john ashcroft with an update on the investigation but let's go to 
cnbc's ron insana now and about an hour ago the secretary of the treasury of the united states was uh on 
with ron and sana ron he was uh saying that if he had an opportunity to buy stocks now you think he thinks 
he could get a 50 percent return within 24 months everyone's talking uh a bit of a long term the president 
today saying that the economy is in tough shape right now but it will recover and tom that is the hope the 
federal reserve and others have done so many dramatic things here in the last several days to ensure that 
the economic 
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days to ensure that the economic implications of this terrorist attack don't throw the economy fully into free 
fall the fed has been infusing the banking system with money on the order of nearly 200 billion dollars 
domestically another 90 billion dollars overseas this morning the fed cut interest rates by a half point that's 
the eighth rate cut this year it takes short-term interest rates in this country down to three percent that rate 
cut followed by a similar action from the european central bank so we're seeing a coordinated effort to prop 
up the economy and hopefully the stock market as well the treasury secretary telling bill griffith and sue 
herrera on cnbc that indeed he likes the prospects for stocks warren buffett said it last night and prince 
alwaleed ben talal of saudi arabia told me that on cnbc earlier this morning that he was not selling stocks and 
he'd likely be buying in the next several days he of course is the largest individual investor outside the united 
states he has 20 billion dollars worth of u.s stocks in his portfolio tom all right thanks very much nbcc nbc's 
ron insana who's also part of the nbc family quite obviously during these trying times and for the future as 
well we will have continuing updates throughout the day on this nbc station a reminder msnbc is on the air 


continually and msnbc.com where you can get a detailed update on all the late-breaking developments i'm 
tom brokaw new york [Music] this is an nbc news special report america on alert here is sarah james good 
afternoon everyone we're about to hear from the u.s secretary of state colin powell let's listen in good 
afternoon ladies and gentlemen sorry i'm a little late i just got off the phone with the president of yemen 
president uh salute and we had a good conversation about the support that yemen is giving to us in this 
crisis they have been very helpful recently in the continuation of the coal investigation 
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continuation of the coal investigation and now are helping us with respect to leads in this current crisis the 
september 11th incident he also mentioned to me that the president of syria is visiting and that later this 
afternoon the two presidents will issue a joint statement once again condemning the actions of last week 
condemning those who are responsible for it condemning terrorism and committing themselves to work with 
us in the days and weeks ahead as we deal with this problem this expression of support is characteristic of 
the expressions of support we have continued to receive as we call leaders around the world and as we 
begin this building of a coalition coalition that will be conducting a campaign a campaign that will have many 
parts to it as i have said to you before legal political diplomatic law enforcement intelligence collection and 
military as appropriate and so i'm pleased that the coalition is coming together i think everybody recognizes 
that this challenge is one that went far beyond america far beyond new york city and far beyond washington 
37 countries lost citizens in the world trade center and what we have to do is not only deal with this present 
instance but the whole concept of terrorism as us deal with it as a scourge upon civilization and go after it but 
in the first round of this campaign we have to deal with the perpetrators of the attacks against america in new 
york and in washington and it is becoming clear with each passing hour with each passing day that is the al 
qaeda network that is the prime suspect as the president has said and all roads lead to the leader of that 
organization osama bin laden and his location in afghanistan 
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his location in afghanistan and that is why we are pleased that the pakistani government sent emissaries in 
to try to persuade the afghans the taliban leadership that they should do what they have been required to do 
for a number of years under u.n resolutions and reject this presence in their country this invasion of their 
country by a terrorist organization we mean no ill toward the people of afghan they are a suffering people 
they are a poor people and it is for that reason alone they should not allow these invaders to put their society 
at risk and to connect themselves to uh the government of afghanistan so i'm very pleased that uh more and 
more people around the world recognize the nature of this campaign recognize that we have to get involved 
recognize it's not going to be solved in one day or one week but it'll be a long-term campaign and as the 
president and other government officials have indicated earlier we are also doing everything necessary to 
protect ourselves here at home and to put ourselves on the right kind of security footing so that we can be 
vigilant and alert to the threats that still exist within the country or may be directed at us in the future with that 
i will take a few questions i'm once again under a time time demand time um is it too early do you have any 
indications of how the message is being received by taliban the saudi foreign minister is coming here 
wednesday and could you tell us what you will ask of the saudis and whatever they do would you prefer this 
time that they be explicit i always like explicit rather than vague and uh i look forward to seeing foreign 
minister out when he when he comes here and i have spoken to him uh i guess it was last thursday or friday i 
losing track of the days and so i expect he will be forthcoming and i expect he will be coming with a message 
of support and commitment and i 
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message of support and commitment and i know that they are looking at a number of ways in which they can 
help us and we will welcome that help and assistance they are good friends of ours they have condemned 
this act from the very outset from the very beginning from last wednesday morning on and i'm sure he is 
coming with the message of continued support and commitment but i don't want to get into what specifically 


we might be asking of them robin the early indications of what taliban is saying oh i'm sorry i'm sorry uh the 
the taliban of course is responding in the way that it always has that uh osama bin laden and his associates 
are guests in their country well it's time for the guests to leave robin um two things first of all the pakistanis 
are saying that uh there was a deadline of three days to hand over osama bin laden is that true who's 
deadline that the deadline for the taliban to turn over osama bin laden pakistan has no deadline um well 
that's what i'm asking is it uh i don't Know the stations just joining us you're watching a briefing with secretary 
of state colin powell or whose name but it wasn't in her name it wasn't and secondly on the front line have 
you made a specific and formal request to all front line states around afghanistan including iran now we have 
made we have not made specific uh requests for assistance those requests are being considered now by our 
intelligence law enforcement and military communities to see uh what might be needed as we put our 
contingency plans together nothing has been asked of iran in particular mr secretary can you say whether 
this government intends to contact the taliban and to give either an ultimatum or whatever word you care to 
choose of the language can you deal with these people i'm sure there will be some communication in the 
future but i'd not i'd not like to characterize what that communication might be yet mr secretary as you put the 
pieces of 
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mr secretary as you put the pieces of your diplomatic puzzle together what is the could you sort of elaborate 
for us on the importance that saudi arabia morocco and other islamic states play within the arab world and 
sort of building this international consensus i think they they are important not only those specific countries 
but but all countries um arab and otherwise but but especially arab to come out and condemn this kind of uh 
activity because it's a threat to their to their own countries there isn't one of them you mentioned that hasn't 
faced some kind of terrorist attack against their legitimacy against their own sovereignty and so it is important 
for them to speak out especially when we have seen strong statements from from pakistan and i think 
pakistan would like to see other arab and islamic countries speak out and act in a strong a way as as uh as 
pakistan has you know uzbekistan has has been rather forthcoming and others have been rather forthcoming 
and i think as the days go by and as the various plans come together you'll see more and more of them 
speaking out the uae has said it is it is reviewing um its uh its relationship with taliban activities within the uae 
and we'll see where that leads the sudan has become suddenly much more interested and active in working 
with us on various items so there are a lot of things that are that are going on that will become more manifest 
as time goes on let me go on the back all in the back i did i talked to my my colleague georges popenodeo 
over the weekend i can get the specific date for you richard has a rather imposing list of phone calls but i can 
no longer remember which day it was over the weekend both to my greek and to my turkish colleagues on 
the same day is it turning over osama bin laden enough are there other things the taliban will also we are 
after the al-qaeda network we it's not one individual it's lots of 
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we it's not one individual it's lots of individuals and it's lots of cells as i said on television yesterday osama bin 
laden is the chairman of a holding company and within that holding company are terrorist cells and 
organizations in dozens of countries around the world any one of them capable of committing a terrorist act 
so it is not enough to get one individual although we'll start with that one individual it will not be over until we 
have gotten into the inside of this organization inside its decision cycle inside its planning cycle inside its 
execution capability and until we have neutralized and destroyed it that is our objective uh yeah um the 
taliban today is apparently offering that an islamic a court of islamic clerics would determine the fate of bin 
laden and that they would accept that outcome but this is something they've offered before and the u.s 
rejected it before i want to know if that's if that's still your feeling if that if that is any kind of flexibility and also 
is there an interagency team planning to go into pakistan anytime soon um on the first point i'll wait and see 
what they end up doing and what that court decides once it is convened in whatever fashion it convenes 
itself and what action it takes that i want to prejudge what we might do in response to what it might do with 
respect to an interagency team going to pakistan um we are making a determination now and and uh it'll take 
a day or two or a couple of days as to what we might want to ask the pakistanis for and when that has been 


determined then we will form a team appropriate to that task yes sorry are you certain that osama bin laden 
is still in afghanistan and are you confident that the taliban could actually find him i i can't be certain of where 
he is i'm reasonably uh confident and certain that if the taliban government wanted to find him they would 
know where he is if he is still in afghanistan and i have seen 
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still in afghanistan and i have seen nothing indicated not still in afghanistan yes sir how do you plan to follow 
up on the positive signals being sent from iran from iran yes as i said yesterday these are positive signals 
and i've had it reinforced that it was a positive signal and um it's worth exploring and that's where i would uh 
leave it right now not move it any further than that worth exploring um remember now as you surely do that 
iran is a nation we have designated as sponsoring state terrorism and they may want to make cause against 
the taliban but will they make cause against other terrorist organizations that they have provided support to 
and i'm willing to explore that but let's not get any further than that i'm not some suggested that they're part of 
the coalition are going to be partners not so fast we recognize the nature of that regime they have said 
something that is different than what we have heard from them previously they too are shocked by what 
happened they tell us and so it seems to me that is an opening worth exploring and that's as far as we can 
i'm running out of time yes sir who has not responded well what countries have disappointed you in their 
response and secondly last week deputy defense secretary wolfowitz used the phrase ending regimes that 
sponsor terrorism no administration official has repeated that formula are we really after ending regimes or 
are we simply going to try to change ending terrorism and if there are states and regimes nations that 
support terrorism we hope to persuade them that is in their interest to stop doing that um but i think ending 
terrorism is where i would like to leave it and uh let let mr wolfe will soeak for himself anybody has what 
countries have i uh short let's say oh i really don't have a list of fall 
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i really don't have a list of fall shorts some have been able to do more than others some it is rhetorical in 
nature and they really don't have much else to give us other than words of support and encouragement 
others it is far more than that to the point of if you have to do something militarily ask us if we can participate 
so it is a full range but within the capabilities that they have i am satisfied very satisfied with most of the 
responses that i received where there is an opportunity for a country to do more and they haven't yet offered 
to do more i'd rather deal with them rather than single them out one more than i got to go okay barbara sorry 
secretary um nato said they would be with us but apparently italy there was a statement this morning that 
italy would not participate militarily in any sort of uh action and there have been some countries in the middle 
east and elsewhere that have expressed concern that this is going to be too broad a campaign and they 
want it to be very narrowly focused and they're nervous what would you say to them um sensitive to all those 
concerns i heard something quite different from italy but my italian colleague will be here this week so renato 
and i can talk directly and we follow and then something hold on hold on hold on pushy pushy um [Music] 
now i forgot the question next the question the question was jane pickett no no no no no no no i'm a taliban 
you just said a little earlier that there will be communication but you would prefer not to characterize it yet 
yesterday i think you said that in a couple of days the united states would be talking to the taliban are you 
suggesting here that the first communication will be military rather than anything else no i think both both 
statements are consistent so communication contact when will we when will the united states be talking to 
the taliban will we be sending someone in from islamabad that's what i also said today that i'm not prepared 
to comment on the nodalities or 
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prepared to comment on the nodalities or when or under what set of circumstances what the nature of the 
communications will be because that's still being resolved okay barbara do you remember what the question 
was i do remember the answer the second part of the question forgive me as an ex-new yorker was about 
israel ariel sharon has not been terribly helpful it seems in this a lot of arab countries are saying we have to 


do something about this conflict and we have to restrain sharon or coalition isn't going to fly i think we do 
have to do something about the the situation in the middle east um i carve out part of my day to to press and 
work on that prime minister sharon and i had a very long phone conversation last night and we talked about 
his latest approach of his son and an official from the ministry visiting with chairman arafat and talking about 
how this series of meetings could get started and i never lose sight of the fact that one of the underlying 
continuing problems we will have we had it before 11 september we're going to have it for the foreseeable 
future is that we have to get into the mitchell plan and we have to get back to negotiations and due course 
and so ii can assure you i haven't i haven't taken the united states eye off that ball i do have to go thank you 
i really i really i really felt so i'm really good i'm sorry you have been listening to you've been listening to 
united states secretary of state colin powell talking about the diplomatic effort to deal with the terrorist attacks 
he's talking about coalition building clearly trying to do something that they did so successfully during the gulf 
war and perhaps even broader this time get all nations together to fight the terrorist scourge he also said that 
as the hours and days passed it becomes more clear that quote all roads lead to osama bin laden the prime 
suspect in these attacks the mastermind it is now believed and that man of course is believed to be holed up 
in afghanistan with the support of the taliban the 
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with the support of the taliban the ruling government there and talking about the taliban the secretary of state 
called them invaders a interesting important choice of words there meantime as we follow this diplomatic 
story it is also important to bring you up to date on the economic fallout as you know this is the first day that 
the new york stock exchange has been back in business and as you can see the numbers have now 
dropped substantially things look like they were stabling out a little bit earlier but now the dow jones down 
655 points the nasdaq down about a hundred that is significant and the of course the federal reserve had 
moved early today before the markets even opened dropping rates by half a point to try to make sure that the 
economic word was sent out that things are stable and to get back to business as usual we now join andrea 
mitchell our senior state department correspondent for the latest what were your thoughts andrea as you 
watched secretary of state colin powell well sarah i think that you correctly pointed out that he had used the 
word invaders for the taliban regime the taliban rule about 75 percent of afghanistan and are pretty much in 
control except for the northern part of the country so by trimming them invaders colin powell is definitely 
sending a signal that we do not view them as a legitimate government which we have said and which the 
united nations has in fact said and that we are reserving the right to overthrow them if necessary i think that 
this is really the precursor to a military strike against afghanistan and what we would have liked to have done 
no doubt is to help the main opposition leader to the taliban take control but he was assassinated last week 
nbc news has now learned that intelligence sources are telling the u.s government that that assassination 
was engineered by osama bin laden so you can see that this was not a coincidence that the main opposition 
to the taliban was most conveniently removed just a week before the terrorist strike sarah andrea it's also 
important to note the significance of pakistan and secretary 
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significance of pakistan and secretary of state paul mentioned that today what pakistan has done importantly 
is to send a delegation to see the taliban but again the u.s does not think the taliban will comply and turn him 
over they are also talking to sudan and they're also at least welcoming some positive signals from iran 
another terrorist state but they're not yet welcoming iran into the coalition all right andrea mitchell joining us 
from washington thank you so much andrea and we ask you to stay tuned to your nbc station and to stay 
tuned for further information on nbc nightly news and also on msnbc good afternoon america on alert after 
shock back to work on wall street as the stock market resumes trading plunging fast the president urges 
americans to return to their daily routines welcoming back federal workers also nbc's terrorism task force the 
investigation continues the president declaring he'll take osama bin laden dead or alive and searching for 
associates of the hijackers who may still be in this country from nbc news world headquarters in new york 
this is nbc nightly news with tom brokaw good evening america went back to work today and even though 
the stock market took a big tumble there was no panic as secretary of state colin powell continued to piece 


together a political coalition some countries he's counting on began to attach conditions this as president 
bush said he wanted osama bin laden quote dead or alive and the fbi announced a crackdown on hate 
crimes as federal agents were assigned to airlines as part of a massive new security operation although the 
stock market had a big drop the biggest one-day point drop in history it was not the worst day ever 
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history it was not the worst day ever translation it was bad but it could have been much worse nbc's ann 
thompson tonight on the numbers and the prospects and tom the markets were expected to fall but the size 
and depth and swiftness of this plunge caught some off guard especially after the federal reserve cut interest 
rates again the new york stock exchange reopened today showing the flag but investors showed fear a 
massive sell-off the dow plunging 541 points in the first 30 minutes the nasdaq down 103 points in the first 
minute i think since last tuesday we've had building uncertainty and the truth is from this standpoint for 
investors there's a lot about the future which is unknowable the dow closing down 684 points its biggest point 
drop ever but by percentage today's seven percent slide doesn't crack the top ten frantic trading on record 
volume over 2.3 billion shares changing hands patrick and company a small brokerage firm on wall street 
watching the market's pressure points airline insurance and entertainment stocks three hours into trading 
despite the dramatic slide president stuart patrick sees no signs of panic i think this is a spike down rather 
than a a fall in the market where it's going to stay down outside wall street on heightened alert two forms of id 
soldiers and police demand identification as commuters come up out of the subways it's just hard to believe 
that you'd ever have to go through a military checkpoint to get to your office gas masks almost as common 
as briefcases a surreal scene with defiant expressions of patriotism for joseph lagasse today buying stocks is 
a political act one of the ways individual americans can punish them is by investing in the future of america 
whether it's t-bonds or securities but eileen casey selling the week's events just too much you can't wait if if 
it's not going well change it strategists say 
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not going well change it strategists say volatility is here for a while even without the attack plunging 
consumer confidence declining industrial production and rising unemployment claims add to the sense of 
crisis on wall street i think by the end of this week we're likely to talk more again about economic reports and 
less about terrorist events or war and while they'd like to focus on the economy alone the markets are well 
aware of the next potential jolt the u.s response to the terror attack tom thanks very much nbc's ann 
thompson tonight and joining me now from the new york stock exchange is cnbc's ron insana ron there were 
various forces propping up the markets today does that mean that the losses might have been much worse 
at some point well indeed tom given the catastrophic conditions in the lower manhattan and that four day 
trading halt that we saw last week many feared the market would fall 10 or more that didn't happen the fed 
started to prop up the market this morning with that half point rate cut it was joined by other central banks 
around the world it also pumped another 57 billion dollars into the u.s banking system today on top of 180 
billion last week that is an unprecedented amount of money to essentially backstop the financial system and 
there were some very prominent investors also who promised not to sell stocks from warren buffett who 
stock portfolio totals in the tens of billions of dollars to prince al-waleed of saudi arabia who has a 20 billion 
stock portfolio here in the united states what happened to that so-called patriotic rally in which a lot of smaller 
investors were expected to buy well tom it did not materialize at least today there were some concerns of 
course that large investors were among the sellers uh the investors like in the hedge fund community for 
instance were said to be shorting the stock market that is making a bet that the market would likely go down 
uh mutual funds were also said to be sellers of stocks today they're worried that individual investors might 
redeem their shares so they had to raise some cash and winners and losers today well we had several 
obvious sectors take rather sizable hits today tom not the least of which of course transportation 
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least of which of course transportation stocks like the airlines big big declines up to 14 percent entertainment 
travel and leisure stocks were hit very hard as for the winners defense stocks rallied today as one might 
surmise drug consumer stocks like food beverage and tobacco stocks did relatively well in today's downdraft 
tom all right thanks very much cnbc's ron insano tonight now let's go to nbc's david gregory at the white 
house where president bush had a packed schedule today reassuring the public while in private preparing for 
military action in his role as commander-in-chief david well tom even as the administration goes about the 
delicate diplomatic task of assembling this international coalition for this effort today the president used even 
blunter language to try to rally the public saying the u.s is interested may be interested in not simply finding 
osama bin laden but killing him the president made his latest threat against bin laden during a visit to the 
pentagon today where he met with recently activated military reservists i used to put out there in the old west 
i wanted poster it said wanted dead or alive all i want in america wants him brought to justice but while the 
saudi-born terrorist is already under indictment in new york for his alleged role in the bombing of u.s 
embassies in africa the administration does not appear to be looking to bring bin laden to trial in fact officials 
say killing him would not violate the u.s policy prohibiting attempted assassinations because it would be an 
act of self-defense good job today for the first time the president who tried to remain highly visible by greeting 
employees at the eisenhower executive office building this morning warned war will mean the loss of more 
american lives we will win the war and there will be costs but the military folks understand that and so do i 
but even as the president discussed war plans with his national security team again today this afternoon he 
visited washington's islamic center to send a different message in the wake of what bush called shameful 
attacks on 
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of what bush called shameful attacks on muslims in this country since last tuesday the face of terror is not 
the true faith of islam islam islamist peace on another front advisor said the president is more concerned now 
than ever about a recession to that end he directed his economic team this afternoon to come up with a 
financial package to help the airlines president is also discussing with congress another tax cut to boost the 
economy tom thanks very much nbc david gregory at the white house tonight now let's go across the river to 
the pentagon nbc jimmy kloszewski jim where does the military planning stand at this hour some pentagon 
officials say there's no need to rush out and attack something in a hurry that planning for this new kind of war 
is difficult and complicated and they want to get it right at the pentagon today president bush is outraged over 
evidence that the terrorists on flight 93 that crashed in pennsylvania tied up and cut the throats of some of 
those on board it's barbaric behavior they slit throats of women on airplanes in order to achieve an objective 
that uh is beyond comprehension and they they like to hit and then they like to hide out but we're going to 
smoke them out to do that the us is preparing to engage in a totally new unconventional war on terrorism on 
several fronts the military will try to fight the terrorists on their own turf commando style raids by special 
forces to root out and kill terrorist cells one by one the primary target osama bin laden and his worldwide 
terrorism network we're going to have to ruthlessly identify and strike without warning to eliminate these 
terrorist organizations planning also includes possible air strikes even a ground invasion against afghanistan 
which harbors bin laden but the military is not america's only weapon 
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weapon the bush administration is considering possible computer warfare hitting the terrorists in their bank 
book seizing their vast sums of money electronically but intelligence officials complain their hands are often 
tied by current laws example u.s intelligence services are now permitted to track suspects only on foreign 
computers as soon as the terrorist links up to a computer in america intelligence agents have to break off 
their electronic pursuit claudia kennedy is the former chief of u.s army intelligence terrorism is no longer a 
criminal matter it's a military matter and president bush warned today that this will not be a made for 
television war with cruz missiles and jets streaking across the screen most of it will be fought covertly so the 
american people may never even see or hear about a about their military victories or losses tom thanks very 
much nbc jim koszewski tonight now to afghanistan and pakistan the focus of so much attention tonight a 
region that we're all beginning to be more familiar with and we will be more familiar with it all in coming days 


i'm joined once again tonight by nbc's ron allen who's in islamabad where pakistan's leaders are under 
enormous pressure from the united states to help flush out osama bin laden ron what's the latest there tom 
today several pakistani military leaders went to afghanistan to warn that country's leaders the taliban to hand 
over osama bin laden tonight the taliban spiritual leader is saying he'll make a decision tomorrow today this 
region seemed to veer closer to war pakistan's army on high alert sealing the country's 1500 mile border with 
afghanistan following a u.s demand to help cut off the taliban on the afghan side reports the taliban was 
massing 20 000 fighters and soviet-made scud missiles within twenty five miles of the pakistani border but u 
s officials tell noc news that american 
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s officials tell noc news that american intelligence reports show no signs of any movement by the taliban and 
that the taliban does not even have any scud missiles thousands of afghans fearing war are now trying to 
cross the border but prevented by pakistani police people are scared here he says we don't know where to 
go or what to do [Music] emotions high also on the streets of islamabad today crowds of militants hustle to 
the government's decision to cooperate with the u.s in america's hunt for bin laden if they are coming here 
we will make this place the graveyard of american army keeping america out of pakistan has become a 
crusade for abdul rasheed giza a priest and teacher stoking the anger here by organizing daily anti-american 
demonstrations they want to do something to retaliate to retaliate to anyone just to please their people that 
okay they have taken some step now dozens of riot police on duty to control the crowds pakistan's 
government worries the protests could spread should the u.s use pakistan's military bases or airspace to 
launch attacks tonight more threats from the taliban warning international airlines not to fly over afghanistan 
the taliban saying they will take action against anyone who violates that order tom nbc's ron allen tonight in 
islamabad washington is operating full bore on many fronts tonight and a critical effort is away at the state 
department building that international coalition for the war against terrorism nbc's andrea mitchell has been 
tracking that for us andrea what's the latest there well tom nbc news has learned that the u.s believes that 
the only afghan leader capable of challenging bin laden or the taliban was assassinated last week on bin 
laden's orders in a mountain village of northern afghanistan thousands sunday mourn the death of rebel 
leader ahmed shah masood an afghan war hero killed by two suicide bombers last week the u.s believes a 
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bombers last week the u.s believes a favor by bin laden to his taliban protectors he knew that the taliban 
would come under incredible pressure to hand him over and by doing this act he put them even further into 
his debt just who are the taliban fierce warlords who grabbed power five years ago and practiced their own 
fanatical form of islam so purist they dynamited all statues last march as blasphemy including two thousand- 
year-old stone buddhas carved into cliffs an act of cultural destruction denounced throughout the rest of the 
muslim world under taliban rule women have no identity forced to remain hidden from view under threat of 
public stoning or worse the key to their power until now support from osama bin laden and pakistan needing 
a stable border with its neighbor for the last five or six years the taliban has had the blessing of the pakistan 
government and the pakistan government has basically been responsible for actively both funding and 
supplying military hardware now pressuring the taliban is the first step toward rooting out bin laden and his 
worldwide operations it will not be over until we have gotten into the inside of this organization inside its 
decision cycle inside his planning cycle inside its execution capability and until we have neutralized and 
destroyed it to reach that objective the us is organizing an unlikely group of partners against the taliban not 
only moderate arab countries like saudi arabia and the united arab emirates but statements of support now 
from sudan yemen and syria even libya's qaddafi says the u.s has the right to respond militarily to terror 
russia is offering intelligence and iran the u.s says itself a terrorist nation wants to neutralize its afghan 
neighbor countries that have the same problem with islamic extremist terrorists as we have though you can 
make alliances no matter 
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though you can make alliances no matter how temporary another reason countries are cooperating 62 
nations lost citizens in the world trade center including tom many pakistanis tom thanks very much nbc's 
andrea mitchell tonight now the latest on the investigation attorney general ashcroft today asked congress for 
tougher laws to investigate and punish terrorism and the fbi continues its worldwide manhunt from our 
terrorism task force i'm joined again tonight by nbc's pete williams pete tom federal agents say tonight they're 
gaining insight into the terrorist network and keeping the pressure on nationwide hoping to prevent more 
attacks it's the fbi's most urgent priority pick up anyone who might have an association with the terrorists or 
any knowledge however indirect of their attack agents today in san diego canvassing neighborhoods where 
three of the hijackers were thought to have lived nationwide more than four dozen people rounded up agents 
using any irregularities with immigration papers as a reason to hold them we have 49 individuals who are 
currently being detained by the immigration service because of some concerns about the status of those 
individuals in the country among them a fifth year medical resident from saudi arabia training at the san 
antonio teaching hospital fbi agents have searched his house carrying off a computer and taking him into 
custody last week now officials tell noc news they're becoming more interested in his possible connection to 
the terrorists this as the fbi investigates why four men with possible terrorist connections booked a flight from 
san antonio for last saturday one later cancelled the fbi's urgent mission keep the pressure on terrorists who 
the attorney general says he thinks are still at large our belief that associates of the hijackers that have ties 
to terrorist organizations may be a continuing presence in the united states also in custody a man who 
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united states also in custody a man who offered ten thousand dollars in cash last month to train on a jet 
simulator in minnesota these emails from the man zacharias masawi obtained by nbc news show him 
arranging for pilot training as early as a year ago but declining to reveal his name because email he said isn't 
secure and moore learned today about one of the hijackers of the plane that crashed into the pentagon 
officials at this flight school in suburban washington dc now realize that honey hondura took three flights with 
instructors last month one of our instructors recognized the name that was released by the press and called 
the fbi the fbi says hondura appears to be the only hijacker who took pilot lessons near one of the terrorist 
targets but the flight school says he never got closer than 20 miles to washington and the fbi asked for help 
today from americans who speak arabic a language very much in short supply in the federal government 
now in demand tom thanks very much nbc's pete williams tonight here in new york the focus remains on 
what is now called ground zero that's the site of the world trade center collapse a tomb for almost five 
thousand missing people nbc's david bloom tonight with the latest day seven new york's government leaders 
tour ground zero mayor rudolph giuliani hailed for his steady handling of this tragedy makes clear these 
dangerous search and rescue operations will not continue indefinitely it's his most pessimistic statement to 
date holding out little hope for survivors it is much less realistic and the chances of recovering any significant 
number of people are there are no chances of recovering significant numbers of people hospitals say the 
injured from last tuesday's attack have all been identified there are no john does waiting for relatives to find 
them dashing hopes that even a few of those missing might be somewhere other than the rubble even these 
exhausted firefighters who drove 11 hours from 
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firefighters who drove 11 hours from gary indiana to aid in the search say their task now is to help the 
hundreds of new york city firefighters who died find a proper resting place seven days is a long time without 
water you know you can live without food you can't live without water a lot of people down there they came to 
new york because they taught firefighting with several the men who've been lost andy fredericks from squad 
18 paddy brown ladder 3 billy lake rescue 2 peter martin rescue 2. a few more fully one third of gary 
indiana's fire departments signed up to come here but as they dig with their hands work the bucket brigades 
they've all but lost hope the thousands of people that you know went to work and got up in the morning and 
they're gone you know just something you never expect you can smell the death in the air awful tonight the 


mood much bleakers security much tighter new york city police and firefighters intent that they be the only 
ones to remove their fallen comrades from that smoking debris tom thanks very much nbc's david bloom
